LONDON.  Nov!  Ts.— A  diplomatic 
official  well  acquainted  wltli  the  situa- 
tion on  the  continent  expresses  the 
opinion  that  Italy  will  not  participate 
In  the  war  until  the  war  la  nearly  over. 
There  is  not  the  slightest  chance  of 
Italy  participating  on  the  side  of  Ger- 
many, and  ho  indicated  that  his  belief 
is  that  a  decision  to  participate  with 
the  Allies  is  only  a  matter  of  time.     . 

"Italy,"  he  said,  "waits  only  for  a 
propitious  moment.  She,  of  course.

"I  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  our 
ambassador,  Mr.  Gerard,  one  afternoon.

"In  Hamburg  1  found  it  better  to 
speak  Uermau.  i  was  told  that  there 
were  still  many  Americans  in  Hamburg, 
who  proposed  wtayiiig  th-nre  until  the 
war  was  over  and  IhVy  sceniod  to  en- 
tertain no  doubt  as  to  tlie  victory  rest- 
ing with  Germany.

They 
miss  very  tiiuih  the  ricJi  American  and 
Knglish  visitors,  and  their  absence  will 
be  felt  very  much  more  as  tlie  Winter 
goes  on.  I  was  talking  with  some  Am- 
erican friends  in  Berlin,  and  they  lold 
m6  that  tile  German  authorities  had 
been  most  polite,  but  thf  feeling  was 
strong,  and  that  there  was  .■"udden  cold- 
ness or  change  of  attitude  of  tli*  Ger- 
mans towards  them  In  the  last  montli. 
ihey  evidently  see  all  the  American 
papers.  I  saw  the  New  York  papers  on 
most  tables  in  the  reading  rooms  of 
the  best  hotels.  I  don't  b«-lle\e  there 
Is  ono  American  staying  at  Hotel  Ad- 
ion,  which  was  one  of  the  most  famous 
hostelrles  for  United  States  visitors  in 
Berlin.

the  armlea  o^  France.  Indued  from 
IflSii  to  1815  England  was  almost  con* 
tinually  aiding  the  A'cthertands,  which 
then,  of  course,  Included  Belgium, 
against    the    French. 

Tho  great  campaign  of  tlie  Duke  of 
Marlborough,  from  1701  to  1714,  Included 
in  which  were  the  battles  of  Blenheim, 
Uamillles,  Ondenardu  and  Malpiuquet, 
eventually  brought  tq  an  end  the  efforts 
of  Iiouls  XIV,  to  gain  the  NethurlaiKls. 

Ills  successor,  Louis  XV.,  tried  foebly, 
although  with  occasional  successes,  to 
coiiii-ol  the  fate  of  the  .Xelherlands,  but 
always  these  designs  were  I'j  iistrated  by 
lOngland. 

The  final  effort  of  France  to  conquer 
ICngland  through  control  of  the  .Nothcr- 
laiul.-<,  licgaii  in  JTHS  and  did  not  finally 
enil  until  the  power  of  .N'apolcou  was 
overthrown  at  Waterloo.  Xapoleon's 
saying  that  the  possession  of  Antwerp 
meant  "a  pistol  pointed  at  the  heart  of 
l':ngland"  Is  well  known.  All  his  last 
great  efforts  were  to  guln  control  of 
that  jioil,  and  his  final  overthrow  was 
due  to  the  ittiportam-c  lie  attached   to  it. 

In  the  light  of  thcHc  historical  farts 
it  is  not  surprising  that  the  liritlHh  Km- 
pire  is  determined  to  jgo, on  fighting  until 
Belgium  Is  once  more  safely  established 
as  a  'buffer  state."

One 
docs  not  need  to  be  much  of  a  mili- 
tary authority  to  come  to  that  con- 
clusion. The  battle  of  the  Meuse  Is 
going  to  last  five  months,  he  thinks, 
and         tho         Germans         will  then 

retreat  to  the         Rhine.         where 

they  Will  atand  off  tho  Alllos 
for  ten  months,  after  which,  that  la  in 
February.  1916,  the  advance  on  Berlin 
will  begin.  He  thinks  It  will  take  tho 
Russians  the  same  length  of  time  to 
get  to  Berlin. 

This  is  Xovember,  1915,  and  Germany 
is  alKady  enrolling  schoolboys  of  as 
early  an  ago  as  fifteen  years.  If  this 
is  the  case  today,  long  before  the  end 
of  1915,  if  the  war  continues,  the 
Kaiser  will  be  robbing  -the  cradle  and 
the  grave   to  ffll   up  his  depleted   ranks.

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Everyone  now  knows  that  the  immedi- 
ate cause  of  the  entry  of  the 
British  Kmpire  Into  the  present 
war  was  the  violation  of  the 
Neutrality  •  of  Belgium  fry  the  armed 
forces  of  the  Germah  Emperor.  The  full 
importance  attached  to  the  preservation 
of  that  neutrality  by  British  statesmen 
of  all  periods  for  a  thousand  years  past 
ca,n  only  be  realized  by  a  study  of  the 
history  of  continental  wars  In  which 
Great  Britain  has  taken  part. 

It   may    be   said     that    most     of     the 
bloodiest   and    most   costly    wars    whlcii 
SnStltatMl   has    wageil    ;.ln.  .     the    Xorman 
conquest    in    1066    have    been    fought    to 
prevent   the  domination   of   Belgium  and 
the    KethcrianilH       by     au       all-powerfui 
European    nation.      A.s    far    back   as    tho 
reign  of  i-Idward  1.,   t?e  fiiid  the  British 
fleet   engaged    In   a   great   naval    battle 
with    France  at   Sluis    (1340).      By    this 
victory  P'landors  was  saved  temporarily 
from  complete  domination  by  the  French. 
From  thie  tiine  up  to  the  end  of  the  Flf- 
teenth  Century  the  most  important  feat- 
ure of   the  political   history  of  Flanders 
was  the  persistent  endeavor  of  tho  Kings 
of  France  to  obtain  a  preponderating  In- 
fhience    In    that  country.      .Any   sc.rh    en- 
deavor was  always  strenuously  opposed 
b.v  Kngland. 

I'Vom  tile  oiiciiiiig  of  I  he  .Slxtoentli 
Century,  when  tho  power  of  France  wa.-j 
on  the  wane,  Flanders  foil  under  Spanish 
doiTiiniillou.  The  .Velherlands  was  lost 
to  them  following  a  rebellion  caused 
by  the  persecution  of  the  Inquisition, 
but  by  1580  Antwerp  was  again  In  their 
hands,  and  they  thrcaloned  again  to  con- 
quer, the  Dutch  and  overrun  Holland. 
(Jjueeu  Elizabeth  therefore  came  to  the 
nlil  of  the  Xelherlands.  and  sent  trooi>» 
against  Phillip  11.,  of  Spain,  Drake  put 
an  eml  lo  the  ambitions  of  t:ilpaln  as  the 
dominating  power  of  lOtirope  by  his  vic- 
tory over  tho  great  Armada  In  1588.  Had 
he  not  succeeded  In  this,  tho  veterans

es  they   are   the   very    people   who   were 
employed  In  erecting  the  business  blocks 
or  who  are  employed  fn  the  stores.  There 
is  a  great  attraction  to  many-  people  in 
a  department  store  catalogue.  Granting, 
as   we    miist,    that   goods   mentioned    lu 
the   catalogues  are   what    they    avo   roi»- 
resentcd     tn     be.     there     is     nevertheless 
alway.H     mnv,-     or     less     risk     in     bujiug 
wllliout  pcryonal  in.spectjon.     "Far  away 
hills  are  always  green"  says  the  proverb, 
the  far-away  department  stores  always 
seem    to    be    offering    better     bai  gains 
than    can    he    secured    at    home;    but    in 
both    instances    th«sre   is    often   more    or 
less  disappointment. 

But  we  do  not  put  the  demand  for  the 
patronage  of  local  stores  by  local  people 
on  the  ground  that  home  buying  Is  Just 
as  cheap  and  as  a  rule  more  satis- 
factory than  buying  from  catalogue^, 
but  upon  the  broader  ground  tliat  tho 
only  way  to  build  up  a  community  Is  to 
do  business  within  the  community  as 
far  as  we  possibly  can.

Those  who  are  speculating  on  the 
duration  of  the-  war  would  do  well  to 
bear  In  mind  certain  eontingoncies.

"Until    the  rights  of  the  smaller   na- 
tlonalltla*.  of  iiSuropa   are    placed    upon

"Until  the  military  domination  of 
Prussia  is  wholly  and  finally  dc.stroycd." 
How  long  it  will  take  before  these 
inatrcrjs  arc  accomplished  facts  no  one 
i^noWa.  It  win  depend  primarily  on  the 
ability  of  the  Allies  to  pour  fresh  troops 
Rite  the  field.  The  two  men,  above  all 
others  responsible  to  the  British  nation 
fcr  tho  conduct  of  the  war  on  land— 

Lord   Kitchener  and   Sir  .Tohn  French

A  fall  lia»  been  iMsueJ,  ami  is  Ijviiig 
given  tlie  wltleaL  pos^iblu  circulatiun, 
to  all  able-bodU'd  men  ot  Belslaii 
nativity,  and  particularly  those  between 
tlic  ages  of  1.8  and  30  now  resident  in 
Canadfi,  to  take  up  ai'ms  on  their  coun- 
try's bi'liair  without  loss  of  time.  The 
local  fon«ul,  Mr.  W.  S.  Terry,  lias  re- 
ceived word  to  this  effect  and  has  been 
sL-^'en  the  neccssai-y  authority  to  talce 
the  names  and  to  ari'iuiBe  for  the  trans- 
portation of  those  who  respond  at  this 
centre.  Air.  Terry,  therefore,  t,s  anxious 
that  the  news  of  the  aiipeal  of  the  Bei- 
pian  (government  .should  reach  those 
affected  livliiK  in  what  may  be  termed 
his  district,  namely,  this  cit'y.  Its  inimc- 
<llate  environs  and  all  other  lowns,  vil- 
lages and  outlying  sections  of  Vancou- 
ver Island.  He  wishes  it  clearly  under- 
stood that,  on  their  reporting  at  his 
offices,  I'^'ort  Street,  arrangements  will 
be  made  immediately  for  their  medical 
examination  and  their  transportation  to 
Kurope. 

There  are  Imown  to  be  quite  a  num- 
ber of  Belgians  of  military  age  In  this 
section  who  have  been  ar.Xlous  to  get 
to  the  front,  but  have  befcn  unable  to 
move  because  of  lacli  of  means.

The 
consul,  therefore,  now  is  in  a  position 
to  take  care  of  applicants,  whether 
they  be  reservists  or  merely  voJunteers, 
and  is  an.xious  that  they  should  submit 
their  names  at  their  earliest  conveni- 
ence. 

Mr.  M.  (jore,  the  Consul-General  at 
i  Ottawa,  writes  to  Mr.  Terry  explaining 
thai;  the  reservists  and  volunteer.«,  after 
passing  a  preliminary  medical  examina- 
tion, should  be  sent  to  any  of  the  fol- 
lowing centres  for  enlistment:  London, 
Folkestone,  Havre,  Marseilles,  Bor- 
deaux,  Parl.s.    Houen   or   Kenne. 

Appeal  to  Belg'lans 

A  copy  of  "An  Appeal  to  the  Bel- 
gians"   is    enclosed.      It    follows; 

The  Belgian  Government  has  Just 
issued  in  the  name  of  the  King  and  the 
nation  a  solemn  appeal  to  all  able  Bel- 
gians and  chiefly  tho.<?e  between  the  ages 
of  IS  ajid  30,  "in  order  that  they  Join 
the  army  as  volunteers  for  the  dura- 
tion of  the  war. 

The  Government's  proclamation  re- 
minds that  the  same  duty  is  incumbent 
upon  all  Belgians  living  abroad:  "Let 
them  never  forget  the  distant  Father- 
land, where  relatives,  friend.**,  and  fel- 
low-workers are  suffering  cruelly.  Let 
them  by  their  irourage  and  tlicir  dignity, 
in  these  days  of  trial,  strive  lo  still 
increa.se  the  sympathetic  feelings  which 
all  right  minds  and  all  generous  lieart.s 
in  the  whole  world  are  professing  to- 
wards Belgium.  Let  their  thoughts, 
.their  hopes  and  their  acts  constantly 
work  towards  this  sacred  object,  liber- 
ation  of   the  country." 

There  are  still  abroad  numerous  Bel- 
gians who  are  fit  for  military  service. 
Spontaneously  thousands  of  volunteers 
have  Joined  tho  army.  It  is  important 
that  all  tho.«e  who  ai'e  in  a  position  to 
do   so   should    follow    this   example. 

The  Government  trusts  that  they  all 
will    do    their   duty. 

The  proclamation  ends  wltli  the  fol- 
lowing words:  "VIcflm  of  a  crime 
which  rtnd.s  no  equal  In  history,'  never 
was  Belgium  more  entitled  to  claltn  the 
help'of  her  children.  Under  the  leader- 
ship of  a  King  of  whom  we  all  are 
proud,  let  us  all  do  our  utmost  to 
ha.ston  tlie  hour  wtion  we  shall,  find 
ourselves  again  united,  indepfiulent  and 
free  on  the  soil  of  tiiat  belovett  Failier- 
land,  the  suiTerings  uf  which  have  made 
her  still  more  dear  to  us."

Has  every  woman  In  Vlctorlu  done 
all  that. lies  In  her  power  to  give  fiomo 
other  woman  work?  Are  there  none 
who  could  spare  a  hall  a  dayH  wuehing 
Once  a  weeK  or  once  a  fortnJsht.  who 
could  give  a  days  sowing  or  menUHig 
at  Btutod  times  and  pay  f„lr  wagps  for 
the  work?  Could  not.  mothers  whoso 
husbands  are  steadily  employed  engage* 
ft  girl  to  take  care  of  the  ilttio  ones 
While  ih6y  do  their  sowing  or  attend  to 
other  duties?  There  are  many  people 
Who  would  be  willing  to  serve  m  uny 
Of  these  cupucltles.  or  In  many  others 
that  misht  bo  mentioned.  Mrs.  Ken- 
nedy, of  the  Women's  Coiincirs  depot, 
win  tell  anyone  who  takes  the  trouble 
to  inqiilro.  That  eood  lady  cimiplalns 
that  very  few  Irtfiulrles  for  workers  are 
coming  In,  while  many  asking  for  em- 
ployment must  bo  sent  away  disap- 
pointed. 

Is  there  really  no  work  to  be  done  In 
the  homes  of  Victoria  people,  or  are 
many  gbins  on  Jn  the  usual  way.  (lolng 
more  than  they  shoulO.  because  they 
imagine  that  the  little  work  and  numey 
they  have  to  spare  is  not  worth  of- 
fering? 

This  is  not  a  time  for  SHVing,  There 
Is  in  our  city  already  much  privation, 
not  only  among  women,  but  atnons 
young  moil  With  the  strength  and  the 
Will  to  labor.  There  may  bo  want  as 
the  season  advances.  Kvcry  Job  that 
puts  a  dollar  In  a  woman's  .  poeket. 
every  day's  work  that  Rlvos  a  woman 
two  or  three  good  meals  and  money  to 
buy  food  for  her  children  and  to  help 
to  pay  tho  rent  will  put  that  time 
further  off„  Would  it  be  pdssiblo  for 
the  housekeepers  in  a  neighborhood 
to  Kct  together  and  find  regular  employ- 
ment for  n  w,isherwoman,  or  entild  a 
circle  Of  friends  employ  n  .loinpstrPHS? 
If  so.  the  Council's  Kintdoyment  Rurenti 
would  furnish  women  who  could  he  re- 
lied upon.  .Ml  thiN  may  be  Impra.nic- 
able.  but  It  is  necessary  that  In  some 
way  each  w(,nmii  In  Victoria  ,md  man, 
too,  for  that  matter,  should  realize  that 
there  Is  need  to  do  whatever  is  possible 
to  furnlnh   work   for  others.

The  tendency  In  all  piOKre.s.-slvo 
elites  Is  ti.  reduce  tho  number  of  pupil.s 
In  order  that  the  teacher  may  deal  ulm 
eaeii  pupil  ;,.s  an  liidlvldnal,  and  not  the 
whol..  cla.ss.  There  never  was  as  much 
need  for  pupils  to  get  the  most  out  of 
th-eir  school  life  as  there  Is  now.  Can- 
ada, and  esi>eclally  Western  Canada, 
must  become  a  great  InduHtrlal  and 
commercial  eountr)-.  The  captaln.s  of 
Industry  should  come  from  among  tho 
boys  and  girls  who  are  now  growing 
up  In  our  own  ."ichools,  unless  wc  are 
willing    to  give  place   to  strangers. 

t)ur  schools  should  be  kept  up  to  tho 
hlffhest  point  of  efficiency.  If  theru 
arn  teachers  who  are  not  fit  for  their 
posltiona  no  conHldenitlon  should  be  al- 
lowed to  Interfere  with  their  dlsmJHKal. 
But  the  teacher  who  Is  doing  good  work 
should  be  aIlowe<i  to  carry  It  on  under 
the  best  poHslble  conditions,  and  one  of 
these  Is  a  class  that  la  well  graded  and 
not  too  large. 

At  a  time  when  there  aro  already  too 
many  idlo  people  in  the  community,  tho 
dismissal  of  teachers  is  not  a  step  to 
be  llRhtly  taken.  The  excellence  of 
Victoria's  schools  Is  one  of  Its  great- 
est attractions  for  homeaBokers  and,  dif- 
ficult as  It  is  for  the  taxpayers  to  meet 
their  obligations,  they  are  willing  to 
mako  many  sacrifices  rather  than  Inter- 
fore  with    their  efficiency   in   any   way.

One  would  have  thought  that  ,v  this 
would  have,  for  the  time,  euda<Jf'  the 
troubles  of  this  Ill-fated  comnturvlty; 
tut,  unfortunately,  the  next  night  the 
snme  thing  happeYied.  This  time  it  wat 
impo-i.-slble  to  verify  whether  the  sol- 
diers had  again  shifted  tho  renponal- 
bility  for  the  shooting  of  their  coni- 
rodtR  upon  the  shoulders  of  the  luckle.sa 
civilians,  or  whether  some  relation  of 
ttiofie  who  had  been  so  ruthlessly '  exe- 
<vut«Hl  ~  -t4>«i— night  bBfore, — baingh — goad  art 
into  fury,  had  sought  revenge  himself 
upon  his  persecutors.  The  result  was 
the  same.  The  captain  made  all  the 
notablitles  of  the  village  assemble  be- 
fore him,  and  announced  to  them  Ihiit 
aw  the  fir.st  example  he  hart  given  them 
hiid  proved  Inaufficleht.  ho  fo\ind  him- 
self obliged  to  lake  even  more  severe 
mcasurcB. 

He  selected  from  amongst  them  twen- 
ty men,  who  were  immediately  Informed 
that  tlieir  last  hour  had  come,  and  that 
thf.-y  mu.st  perish  for  the  sake  of  the 
village.  It  la  possible  that  this  sen- 
tence might  not  have  been  carried  out 
In  Us  entirety,  hut  in  any  case  It  was 
Hufficient  to  lerrorixe  the  population.

The  German  officer  replied  that  he  had 
no  time  to  wa.ste  upon  such  matters, 
but  added  that  If  the  offender  would 
give  himself  uj>  he  should  be  executed 
and  the  twenty  should  be  set  at  lib- 
erty.

Tlio  flock  Of  I'"ranrorihatnp  were  with- 
out a  shepherd,  "and  Justlie  had  been 
done."

You  see  our  flr.st 
consideration  is  to  make,  as  nearly)  as 
jMLSstbio,  our  part  of  the  landscape  con- 
form literally  to  the  painters  descrlp- 
iJun,  for,  In  moflern  warfare,  to  reveal 
one's  posUloii,  •even  f'>i  nii  lii.-ilabl, 
tneitns  to  draw  down  a  hail  of  .shell 
and    shrapnel  Tliu    ancient    pirmlllve 

stiatagoiii.s,  sueii  as  pracil.iefl  by  the 
Indian,  are  more  a  part  of  modern  tac- 
tics than  tjt  any  period  of  organized 
warlBi^e.  We  press  forward  cautiously, 
taking  advantage  of  every  uivveiiness 
if  ground,  crest,  .screen  of  trees,  or 
other  protei-tlon,  In  such  a  manner  as  Id 
avoid  the  obK-ervalion  of  the  enemy, 
('artlc  iiliirly  do  we  try  to  concca:  our- 
selves befort  dawn  ao  that  we  uilght 
piepaie  it  unoljservcd.

fire.  A  projectile  striking  at  that  angle 
penetrates  for  some  distance,  and  the 
greatest  part  of  the  e.\panslve  force  Is 
use^  In  Ufting  the  earth  IntojHe  shape 
of  a  cone,  the  dimensions  of  which 
vary  according  to  the  hardnes  of  the 
ground,  the  larger  sheila  often  making 
a  hole  of  sufflclent  sij;e  to  bury  three 
horses.  Karth  and  rocks,  are,  of 
icourse,  acattercd  with  fereat  force  to 
a'.dlstanee  of  even  20  or  30  metres  from 
the  bursting  point.  These  shell.s.  %vhllst 
'flying  through  the  air,  inake  a  very 
typical  screeching  noise,  and  it  Is  i>os- 
sible  to  Judge  before  band  whether  It 
win  or  win  not  drop  In  one's  vicinity.

'"[f  you  think  that  li  will  fair  near 
you,  you  have  to  lie  Hat  and  to  await 
the  three  postJlble  contlngeiides.  which 
are  as  follows:  If  the  shell  f.alls  direct- 
ly on  the  nY« nU  is  finished  with  Mm, 
because  he  Is  sm.'ished  into  pieces,  which 
It  Is  not  alway.s  possible  to  plit  to- 
gether. If  the  shell  drops  at  a  few 
yards  lilstanoe  onlj-.  you  must  keep 
flat  a  few  .seconds.  Then  yon  can  get 
up  again,  being  generally  un.-?cathed, 
because  the  splinters  and  stones  are  (ly- 
ing o\er  you,  Jn  the  third  Instance, 
when  the  shell  drops  about  iwcnty-Ilvo 
to  thirty  yards  iltstaril,  ynu  have  to  use 
tJie  sanre  flat  tactlce,  bijl  there  !a  a  risk 
of  slight  wounds  or  contvtsions,  because 
you  are  In  the  X'lnn  oi"  the  returning 
splinters. 

■''Personally,  1  iiad  at  ieusi  a  dozen 
shells  bursting  at  a  distance  of  less 
than  rtve  metres:  t  never  got  I  tie  slight- 
est scratch.  The  shell  that  was  the 
■  mo.st  uncomfortable  to  me  burst  at  a 
lilstance  of  3m.  tiefore  I  could  He  down, 
I  was  deaf  for  the  whole  day.  and  totally 
tiretl  out,  b"t  on  the  following  day  i 
was  n^aln  quite  all   right. 

■■  'The  effects  of  these  heavy  shells  are 
nW'ful  when  tliey  are  dropping  on  a  train 
of  ammunition.  One  killed  fotir  men, 
wounded  three,  and  jiiii  sixteen  horses 
out  of  service.' 

"But  the  projectiles  from  ouir  7Smm. 
gun  are  very  much  superior  to  those  of 
the  Germans.  We  are  .shooting  with  a 
bullet-shaped  shell,  naving  «,  dlstance- 
llinlt  rocket,  and  an  exploding  shell 
with  liielltilte.  The  first  Is  m<»st  effUuenl 
against  infantry  In  the  open.  Back  on 
the  Maine  we  mowed  down  full  sections 
of  the  enetny  which  were  prbgre.<5alng 
by  successive  rushes.  As  for  the  melin- 
Ue  shell.  It  reaches  the  ground  at  a 
very  sharp  angle,  so  that  It  rehniind."i 
and  bursts,  mowing  down  everything 
in  the  vicinity.  Besides,  we  tir«  wlUi 
tnueb  greater  raplilily  than  the  Ger- 
mans can  and  so  are  Inflicting  much 
.greater  loss  Ih  nearly  every  engage- 
ment. To,' give  an  Ideii  ,.r  iiir  intensity 
of  the  firing  at  times,  iii  our  last  posi- 
tion, a  battery  of  twelve  of  these  guns 
used  :!,5(>0  roiindis  iietweeii  two  and  five 
o'clock  III  till-  afternoon.  For  shorter 
periods  the  niaximuin  lonsutiiptlon  of 
ammunition  is  even  greater  tiian  that. 
In  fact  this  gun  can  easily  Are  twelve 
shots  within  half  a  minute.  Qur  rule 
Is  to  only  Hre  when  we  see  something 
Worth  It,  ami  hence  we  «\olri  the  pro- 
digal  waste  of   the  Oermnn   artillery.

"We  also  have  a  greater  range  than 
the  German  '77' — 6'*  kilometres  as  com- 
pared with  r)i,4--^and  our  shell  weighs 
7 '4  kllogramnies,  about  1 .1  pounds,  as 
against  less  than  7  kilogrammes  for  the 
Germiin  pro,iectlIe.  Moreover,  we  carry 
500  shell.s  In  the  llnjher,  .100  shrapnel 
ami  200  melinite,  as  against  the  enemy's 
provision  of  only  .173  siiells,  Ot  course 
the  iiase  of  handling,  the  rapid  sighting 
anti  firing,  and  the  absolute  accuracy 
of  the  aim,  are  l^e  features  which  make 
our  '7o'  the  tnost  linl.>!hed  piece  of 
mechanism  on  the  Imttle  frontt  as  the 
reports  of  each   day's   work   testify." 

Mr.  A.  L.  Chevalller,  wrllinr  for  the 
Ts'avy  and  .\rmy  Illustrated,  follows  a 
short  history  of  the  fleld-Run  with  a 
careful  description  of  the  French  "75," 
and  rtnally  compares  ihia  gun,  point  by 
jiolnt,  with  the  German  "T7."  It  read  a 
as    follows: 

"Tlie  modern  fleld-gtin,  which  had  Ita 
origin  In  the  tinwieldy  'bombard'  of  the 
fourteenth  cpntuiy,  has  undergone  con- 
siderable pvidutlon.  Indeed,  the  essen.* 
tlnls  of  the  problem  a-ei'e  not  reallacd 
and  sci<>otincally  approached  until  Quite 
recently,  when  the  reacarchea  of  the 
Cfeunnt  (Irm  culminated  in  the  produc- 
tion ot  the  highly  perfeetad  weapon 
which  revolutionised  tactica  durinc  the. 
Balkan    W»r. 

"It  Is  a  matter  of  common  hUtorjr 
that  the  contrtbutlona  of  B*reneh  teehnl- 
ciann  to  the  solving  of  the  ffNit  artil- 
lery problems  which  have  exeretaed  the 
mluda  of  inventors  for  centuries,  ecMpae 
all  the  combined  eflorta  of  their  con- 
temporaries, although  (he  merit  of  hav- 
ing dcvlfwd  the  first  br«ech-loadlnx  gun 
must  be  conceded  to  the  Qermana,  Two 
Wmi's  atand  out  prominentiy-— Durcau 
iwdl  TrauiUe   0*   BcAiiUetb    ,«li«  ,  Acpl  , 
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mentioned    may    be '  ttttlj'    aald    to   havS 

inaugurated  the  modern  system  of  mo- 
bile field  artillery;  the  s«'coiui,  after  an 
Interval  of  :!60  years,  to  have  i>erfected 
It.  Their  respective  activities  coin- 
cide with  the  moat  brilliant  epochs  of 
technical  development  In  this  branch 
of  science — ^to  wit,  the  reign  of  fMiarles 
■yni.  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  epliem- 
erHl  sway  of  the  Third  Xnpoleon  on  the 
other.  Upon  these  two  occasions, 
French  ordnance  carried  all  before  It, 
and.  strange  to  say,  In, the  aumc  theat-l'e 
of   war,   namely,   ItalSr. 

"It  occurred  to  the  brothers  Bureau  to 
east  their  plecea  In  bronze,  and  to  fire 
from  them  spherical  iron  shot,  almost 
true  to  calibre,  thovigh,  of  course,-,  a 
slight  windage  was  a  matter  of  neces- 
sity In  conneetloti  with  the  considerable 
amount  of  fouling  left  behind  In  the 
bore  by  that  primitive  gunpowder  of 
that  day:  such  an  Improvement  consti- 
tuting the  first  step  towards  controlling 
the  ranging  power  of  cannon.  Bureau's 
system  prevailed  practically  for  three 
i-enturles.  'I'lie  f-uns  used  by  Welllng- 
loii  at  Salamanca,  hy  Todllebcn  at 
Sevastopol  and  ourselves  at  Bornarsuml, 
Were  little  belter  than  those  emidoyed 
by  Marlborough  at  Mnlplaquet,  If  wo 
take  the  actual  precision  of  fire  Into 
consideration.  lOven  t'roinwell's  artil- 
lery, as  e\idenced  by  the  liosillon  of 
the  battery  which  he  planted  with  a 
view  to  reducing  the  ancient  castle  of 
AVlnchester,  tould  give  a  good  account 
of  Itself  at  1,000  ])ace»  or  so.  Waller, 
at  Chertton  (IB4\),  piled  tho  rsoyallst 
•HeKinient  do  la  Relne'  with  round  shot 
at    some    l.ono    paces    range. 

"In  1S5!».  Treullle  tie  Meaulleii,  by 
discarding  the  Inaccurate  spherical  ball 
Hnd  siibstltullng  therefor  an  elonfialed 
projectile  propelled  from  u  spirally 
rifled  tube,  laid  the  foiindarions  of 
mcdern  gunnery,  .'lis  Innovations  mark 
an  Important  stagH  Hi  the  evolution  of 
llolil  arlillery.  .\t  Momenta  and  .Sol- 
ferlno  the  Kreneli  .-IReti  cantiim  de. 
cislvely  outriinned  the  smooth-bored 
AiiKtrliui  pleies  and  drove  them  from 
the  battlefield,  thereby  brlnBlng  about 
the  final  overthrow  of  German  domi- 
nance In    Italy,   The   suhaefjuent   revival 


ttnatttiii>1It;a;tlob  u;  Hie  ineech-lock  iiriu- 
ciplt;  to  riflfd  Held  inUiancc  did  not  ma- 
te; uilly  increase  ll:e  range -of  artillery 
fire  until  tlittlntroduci  ion  of  smokeless 
■powders  In  conjunction  with  guns 
manufactui-ed  of  sletl,  which  ennbleit 
constructors  to  reduce  the  caUl>rc  while 
ii.creasing  the  lniti,il  velocity  and  the 
Weight  of  the  mlHslles.  These,  owing 
to  their  high  saCtU>n.tl  den8ii,v-— weight 
behind  the  area — ..•ere  found  to  offer 
less  i'esistanc.e  lo  the  action  of  the  air, 
i-oiieeciuentiy  they  followed  a- stralshter 
path.  Instead  of  desfcrlblng.  a  pro- 
nounced parabolic  cjj.rvje,  as  w«»  tjie 
case  with  the  pldtir.  types  of  rottnd 
shot.  Thla  feature'  has  beeii  carried 
to  perfection  In  the  latest  designs  of 
both  field  and  heavy  nrlllleiy.  But  the 
price  must  be  pntd  for  this  iidvanlago, 
wliit'h  has  entailed  incronsed  Internal 
■•utresees,  wear  and  tear,  as  Well  as 
enhanced  erosion  of  the  bore.  In  spite 
of  such  marked  ballistic  gains,  the  fir- 
ing rale — number  of  rounds  In  a  given 
time— of  Held  artillery  was  slrlctLv  llih- 
ite'*  by  the  ability  cf  the  urtlllerlslK  to 
run  out  the  guij^c'iirrlBge  at  eftch  shot, 
in  order  to  recover,  by  laying  the  gun 
afresh,  the  orlglniil  aligniiient  wltich 
the  thrust  due  to  heavy  recoil  had  di.s- 
turbed.

Me  would. nlsp  obtain 
a  more  sollil  base  :  1  projection  for  ihe 
m'usilc — the  dream  of  theoiists  -and 
n  i;Id  niechnnlonliy  nrrangi'  that  tiie 
shock  of  the  recoil  should  be  oppo.Med 
and  ab.<uirbe.l  In  a  Hue  coincident  with

hiiikward  ani.l  forward  in  u  cradle,  in- 
dupeiidebtly  of  thi.'  crtrrlage.

"The    I*reM(M    arlillery      lias      already 
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demonstrated    Us      marked      superiority 
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over  tjie  transformed  (ierman  Krupp 
Ki.ji,  which,  from  all  accounts,  seems 
to  be  handicapped  by  lt«  deplorable 
lack  of  stability  when  being  flred. 
Greater  mobility,^  arising  from  lesser 
weight,  which  tile  Germans  claimed  for 
the  Krupp  system,  has  not  been  sup- 
ported In  practice,  seeing  that  it  re- 
uuires  five  men  for  each  gun  instead 
of    three   being  yearned   on   the   limber. 

"The  Germans  havre  to  overcome  dif- 
ficulties In  tralciug  and  sighting  their 
guns  unktiown  to  their  antagonists; 
111  addition,  the  method  ot  firing  vol- 
ley*— raffales — resorted  to  by  the 
l-'ieiicb,  which  vconsist  of  sixty  shots 
being  concentrated  It.  one  minute  upon 
one  objective,  and  covering  SOO  yards 
in  detith  If  necessary,  has  alreaily 
wrought  the  most  appalling  ravages 
iinmng  the  Prussian  cavalry  and  their 
densely  packed  Infantry  masses.

"Whereiis  in  tlie  l<'rench  seivloe 
f.tses  are  Invariably  set  by  a  calcula- 
tion, based  upon  tha  actual  distance  to 
be  covered  by  the  njlaeilo,  Germans 
stIU  "time*'  their  shells — a  process 
which  does  not  simplify  matters.  In 
addition,  they  cling  lo  slow  and  obso- 
lete methods  of  talting  ground  and  de- 
ploying their  guns  for  att!i<-k,  tliereliy 
paralyxing  their  instantaneous  action 
ii  a  tight  place,  .''ud  often  exposing 
themselves  to  aniilhllfttinn  by  a  vigil- 
ant  adveraary, 

I'Mnally,  when  sanctioning  the  inlro- 
duitkm  of  the  present  gun.  they  failed 
to  grasp  tho  overwhelming  advantngrs 
of  the  complete  ca'trldge  and  Its  slg- 
nlticance  In  speeding  up  the  gun-loa'd- 
Ing    oiieratloii."

A  lieutenant  from  Bremen,  at  present 
on  the  Western  battleflebl,  gives  in  a 
lentcr  which  has  been  published  In  The 
Berliner  Tageblatt  of  October  31,  the 
following  description  of  the  activity  of 
hostile  aviators  and  the  effect  of  their 
tiombs,  reproduced  In  The  Dally  Tele- 
graph: 

"In  my  last  letter  C  told  you  that 
the  French  aviators  are  beginning  to 
annoy  uh,  but  now  things  ar*-  much  bet- 
ter. We  have  a  fine  protetiion  in  oup 
halioon-giin.  Wbci  thl.s  gun  starts  the 
hostile  aviators  clear  off  as  ((iilckly  aa 
possible.  I  nm  on  outpost  duty  In  our 
front  line.  The  balloon-gun  iias  just 
been  working,  as  a  British  aviator  ap- 
l>eared  to  the  right  of  onr  position.  He 
seemed  to  be  a  little  nervous,  and  sud> 
ilenly  he  turned  and  dlsappcaretl.  Yes- 
terday our  gun  brought  down  a  British 
a^iat9r.  The  splinters  of  a  shell  killed 
the  l^assenger  ami  wounded  the  pilot, 
who.  in  spite  cjf  Ills  woimds,  tried  lo 
escape.  The  machine  was  hit,  made  a 
sudden  plunge,  performed  a  graceful 
glide  for  another  200  metres,  and  sud- 
denly crashed  down  from  a  height  of 
50  metres.  The  machine  was  only 
slightly  damaged,  and  la  now  used  by 
our  aviators.

flew  much  lower,  because  lie  felt  him- 
self safe.  .Vow  the  German  flying  ma- 
chines have  another  peculiar  identlflaa> 
tlon   mark."

"As  to  the  artillery.  It  Is  divided 
liiio  tiiree  classes — I,  field  artillery;  2, 
lieavy  artillery  (with  the  army),  and 
a.  «alege  artillery,  with  which  I  am 
connected. 

".As  to  the  field  artillery — there  i« 
nothing  lo  compare  to  our  75  m.m.  "fTa 
1io.ssess  In  that  an  onornioua  advantago 
over  the  German  77.6.  With  this  gun 
(the  73)  we  can  In  several  minutes 
t-end  a  perfect  hall  of  shells,  and  to  It 
V/e  owe  the  victory.  lOach  piece  can 
lire   •Ji»   siiul«:   per    minute. 

"As  to  the  heavy  artillery — we  were 
fiUt prised  In  tha  reorganization  of  rhle 
ilvpurtmenl  of  our  arms,  but  we  are 
gt:tiiig  on  all  righl.  .  .  .  We  oppose 
to  the  German  ho-.vItxer«  guns  of  10». 
The  I 'JO  short  and  the  IStf,  when  in  the 
hands  of  our  experienced  artllleryiueu,

mans  have.  Vou  will  see  from  tne 
iitrwspapers  that  on  the  Alsne  we  'navf.

Storg  of  Mexico — Cortes 
Marches  to  Mexico 

All  was  in  readiness  for  the  Spaniards  to 
make  their  second  march  to  the  great  cap- 
ital, and  in  Tlascala,  where  they  were  now 
gathered,  Cortes  reviewed  his  troops.   There 
were  six  hundred  of  them,  more  than  he  had 
had  on  the  occasion  of  his  tirst     visit     to 
Mexico,   and   forty  of  these  were  cavalry, 
eighty  of  them  arquebusiers  and  crossbow 
men,   and   the  rest  armed   with  sword   and 
target  and  the  copper-headed  spike  of  Chi- 
nantla.      He  had   nine  cannon.     The  Tlas- 
caiaii     allies     numbered     many     thousand. 
Cortes  felt  a  justifiable   pride  in   his  army, 
every   man    of   which,    catching   the   daring 
spirit  of  their  commander,  conlident  of  suc- 
cess, and  boyishly  eager  to  set  out  on  their 
journey.      As   usual    before   starting    Cortes 
addressed  his  troops,'  exhorting  them  to  be 
true   to   themselves   and    to   the   cause    for 
which    they   were  about    to     light,     telling 
them   that   never   was  there  a   war   which 
offered  greater  incentives  to  Christian  cava- 
liers, riches  and  honor  in  the  present  life, 
and  glory  in  the  world  to  come.     Through 
Marina,  his  beautiful  Indian  girl  interpreter, 
he  made  a  little  speech  to  the  allies  also, 
which   roused   them   to   a   pitch   of   highest 
enthusiasm.      In  closing  his  address  to  his  ■<, 
Spanish  followers  Cortes  said:  "To  success 


prised  when  he  was  about  three  leagues 
distant  from  the  city  to  receive  an  embassy 
from  the  lord  of  Tezcuco,  bearing  a  goklen 
flag  in  token  of  amity  and  a  small  gift.  The 
members  oi'  the  embassy  begged  the  Spanish 
general,  in  the  name  of  their  ruler,  to  spare 
his  territories,  and  invited  him  to  take  up 
quarters  in  the  capital. 

When  the  army  arrived  in  the  city  they 
were  struck  by  its  silence  and  its  deserted 
itppearance,  and  they  then  learned  that  the 
cacique  and  nearly  the  whole  of  the  popu- 
lation had  fled  to  Mexico.  Cortes  lost  no 
time  in  appointing  another  ruier,  and  the 
person  chosen  was  one  who  tigured  largely 
in  future  events.  He  was  ixtlilxochitl,  a 
son  of  the  great  Neznhualpilli,  and  from 
childhood  had  given  evidence  of  remarkable 
gifts.  He  was  brave  as  a  lion,  and  in  all 
affairs  of  gravity  had  displayed  the  utmost 
sagacity.  Cortes  could  not  have  chosen  a 
prince  who  would  more  better  serve  the 
Spanish  interests,  and  the  important  services 
lie  rendered  have  been  gratefully  commemo- 
rated by  Castilian  historians. 

Spain — Declining  Power 

The  result  of  Wellington's  campaign 
was  the  expulsion  of  the  French  from  Spain 
and  the  re-establishment  of  the  Bourbon 
dynasty;  but  while  this  ensured  the  independ- 


ence of  the  country,  it  is  by  no  means  cer 
tain   that   it  enhanced   its  prosperity.     Fer- 
dinand   VII.    learned    nothing   but   mischief 
during  the  seven  years  his  throne  had  been 
occupied  by  another.     His  first  act  on  being 
restored    was  to   set   up  absolutism   in    its 
w^orst  forms.      The   nobility   was   reclothed 
with  all  the  special  privileges  that  they  had 
enjoyed,  and   this  meant   the  grievous  op- 
pression of  the  masses.     The  Spanish  people 
had  retained  for  centuries  the  love  of  free- 
dom   which     characterized     their    Visigoth 
ancestors.      It  gained   new  strength   during 
the   reign  of  Joseph    Bonaparte,    and    Fer- 
dinand  was  determined     to    crush    it    out. 
There  also  remained  in  Spain  a  large  section 
of  the   people  who   were  yet  loyal   to  the 
Hapsburgs,  although  more  than  a  century 
had  passed  since  the  last  sovereign  of  that 
House  had  worn  the  crown.    The  Inquisition 
was  set  up  once  more,  and  the  king  was  led 
by  a  group    of •  unscrupulous    courtiers    to 
establish  a  veritable  reign  of  terror.     This 
continued   for   six   years,   and    the   popular 
passion,  which  it  excited,  was  intensified  by 
the  sale  of  Florida  to  the  United  States,  in 
which  act  the  people  saw  the  beginning  of 
the   end    of   the    once  woi  Id-wide   Spanish 
Empire.      The   king  yielded  at   last  to  the 
public  clamor,  and  there  seemed  to  be  every 
likelihood  that  prosperous  conditions  would 
be  restored.     The  Inquisition  was  abolished; 
the  power  of  the  clergy  was  curtailed,  and 
freedom  of  speech  was  guaranteed.     Mean- 
while all  the  South   American   colonies   of 
Spain  had  revolted,  and  had  secured  their 
independence;  but  nevertheless  the  country 
might   have    regained    some   of   its   ancient 
{prestige  and  much  of  its  one-time  prosperity 
if  outside  nations  had  not  undertook  to  regu- 
late its  affairs. 

A  new  source  of  trouble  arose  from  the 
intervention   of  what   was  called   the   Holy 
Alliance.     This  was  an  agreement  reached 
in  1815  between  Russia,  Austria  and  Prussia 
for  the  dual  purpose  of  preserving  peace  and 
maintaining    existing     European"  dynasties. 
France  subsequently  became  identified  with 
it,  at  least  so  far  as  its  influence  upon  Spain 
was   concerned.      Great   Britain  refused    to 
have  anything  to  do  with  it.     The  Alliance, 
under  the  pretence  that  religion,  piety  and 
prosperity  could  only  be  secured  for  Spain 
by  the  overthrow  of  liberal  ideas,  resolved 
upon   armed    intervention   in   that  country, 
and  at  a  council  held  at  Verona  in    1822 
Spain  was  notified  that  unless  greater  power 
was  granted  to  the  king  France  would  inter- 
fere by  force  of  arms  and  compel  the  desired 
changes.     The  Cortes  unqualifiedly  refused, 
whereupon  a  French  army  of  100,000  men 
crossed  the  Pyrenees  and  advanced  on  Mad- 
rid.    The  Cortes  fled  -to  Cadiz,  taking  the 
king  with  them;  but  that  city  was  besieged 
and   captured  and    the   king   was   released. 
He  at  once  revoked  all  the  liberal  measures 
to  which  he  had  assented,  and  began  a  series 
of  brutal  reprisals.     It  was  a  part  of  the 
plans  of  the  Holy  Alliance  that  Spain  should 
regain  her  lost  hold  upon  South  America, 
and  in  this  was  the  origin  of  the  Monroe 
Doctrine,   which  was  suggested  by  George 
Canning,  at  that  time  British  Prime  Minister. 
What  is  known  as  the  Salic  Law  pre- 
vailed in  Spain  from  the  institution  of  the 
monarchy  down  to  1829.     This  law  was  a 
very  ancient  code,   the  origin  of  which  is 
unknown,  and  many  of  the  earlier  provisions 
of  which  arc  uncertain.     When  the  Franks 
came  into  prominence  in  European  affairs 
the  law  was  codified,    and    numerous  sub- 
sequent    codifications    were    made.      The 
changes  were  so  many  and  ntw  enactments 
and  decrees  so  altered  the  old  Salic  rules, 
that  the  law  came  to  Apply  only  to  the 
descent    of    property.     By  its   provislpiis 
movable  property  was  inheritable  by  females 
as  well  as  by  fhales,  butland  only  descended 
in  the  male  line.     This  was  construed  to 
apply  to  sovereignty,,  on  the  {round  that 
all  the  land  of  a  nation  belonged  to  the 


king.      When    Ferdinand    VH.    married    his 
fourth   wife,   Marie  Christina  of  Naples,   he 
declared   this  law  abolished   in  Spain,   not- 
withstanding the  protests  of  his  brothers  and 
of  the  House  of  Bourbon,     Ferdinand  died 
in    1833,  and  his  daughter  Isabella  was  at 
once  proclaimed  queen.      His  hrotlier,  Don 
Carlos,  declared  his  determination  to  enforce 
the  Salic  Law,  and  there  arose  a  rebellion, 
the  effects  of  which  yet  continue.     Queen 
Christina,  who  acted  as  regent,  was  able  to 
suppress   this   uprising,    but   was  ultimately 
compelled    to    leave    the    country   by  the 
Liberal    party,    which    had    the    hacking   of 
England.     In  1843  Isabella  was  declared  of 
age,  and  .she  surrounded  herself  with  a  min- 
istry made  up  of  the  moderate  party.      Her 
reign   was  a  period   of  recurring  confu>ion. 
Her  life  was  notoriously  gros.s,  and  when  she 
was  compelled  to  flee  from  tlie  country  and 
the  crown   was  given   to  Amadeus,  son  of 
Victor  Emmanuel,  it  was  hoped  that  a  period 
of  rest  had  been  secured,  but  the  hope  was 
not  fulfilled.     He  made  an  honest  effort  to 
improve   the  conditions    of    the     unhappy 
country,   but  after  three  years'  trial,  aban- 
doned the  attempt  and  resigned.    A  republic 
was  set  up  under  the  leadership  of  Castellar, 
but  that  statesman  realized  that  the  people 
were  nx)t  ready  for  self-government,  especi- 
ally as  the  Carli^ts  were  actively  asserting 
their  right  to  the  crown.      After  a  year's 


trial  the  republic  was  abandoned  and  the 
crown  was  offered  to  Alfonso,  son  of  Isa- 
bella, who  was  married  to  Christina  of 
Austria,  whose  sonis  now  the  reigning  king. 
He  is  a  Bourbon  on  his  father's  side  and 
a  Hapsburg  on  his  mother's,'  hut  as  his 
descent  from  the  Bourbons  is  in  the  female 
line,  a  very  considerable  section  of  the 
Spanish  people  do  not  acknowledge  him  as 
their  lawful  sovereign.

This  was  Darwin's 
g.-eat  tlieme,  but  while  he  assembled  a  vast 
amount  of  learning  on  the  subject,  he  left 
the  problem  unsolved.  Probably  it  must 
forever  escape  anything  more  than  a  tenta- 
tive theoretical  solution.  11  is  a  very  ex- 
traordinary thing  that  a  living  thing,  vege- 
table or  animal  reproduces4tt!  Jkind,  and  it 
seems  inconceivable  that  the  power  to  do 
this  rests  in  the  flaming  gas  of  the  nebulae, 
awaiting  a  mechanical  process  of  segregation. 
The  line  of  thought  followed  above  seems  to 
lead  to  the  conclusion  that  life  is  something 
distinct  altogether  from  matter  and  to  be 
ever  present  everywhere,  but  capable  only  of 
manifesting  itself  in  association  with  matter 

under  certain  conditions!

Gossip  of  Musicians 

George  E.  Shea,  an  American  singer  and 
teacher,  resident  in  France  for  the  last  five 
or  six  years  has,  upon  his  return  to-his  own 
country,  awakened  to  a  realization  of  the 
many  faults  of  American  speech,  and  thus  ex- 
presses himself: 


•1  sam  impelled  to  preach  of  the  neces-- 
sity  of  a  renaissance  of  American  speech. 
A  renaissance  all  in  the  future,  one  to  be 
achieved  only  by  widespread  effort  A  re- 
awakening — no,  an  awakening  of  those  who 
don't  know  they're  asleep.  A  great  part  of 
the  American  people  speak  deplorably  and 
yet  are  not  aware  of  it.  They  speak  with 
terribly  nasal  voice,  with  defective  enuncia- 
tion, with  a  tongue  that  backs  up  into  the 
pliarynx,  directs  the  voice  toward  the  nose 
and  renders  impossible  any  development  of 
agreeable  voice  resonance.  The  sentences 
are  drawled,  and  unimportant  words  are  over- 
stressed  through  higher  tones  and  slackened 
utterance.  It  is  one  continual  box  on  the 
ear  and  the  boxers  are  unconscious  of  it 
This  slovenly  speech  of  Americans  is  bound 
to  be  reflected  somewhat  in  their  singing  of 
their  own  language." 

Having  given  his  criticism,  he  then  of- 
fers his  advice  to  those  who  wish  to  remedy 
their  vocal  defects. 

"Open  the  throat,  talk  from  the  chest 
speak  at  the  lips,  beyond  the  nose,  and 
articulate  trippingly  on  the  tongue,  even 
at  the  awful  risk  of  rolling  the  'r'  a  bit.  And 
let  them  say  to  the  school  children,  many 
Of  whom  speak  so  distressingly:  'Sweet  sing- 
ing part  of  the  lime  is  good,  but  sweet  speak- 
ing  most  all  of  the  time  is  a  whole  lot 
better.'  " 

Dingh  Gilly,  prisoner  of  war  in  Austria, 
is  the  only  one  of  the  Metropolitan  company 
who  will  be  unable  to  fulfil  his  engagements.

Definite  assurance  from  Ferruccio

in  the  form  of  a  letter  brought  by  Arrigo 
Serato,  the  violinist,  but  delayed  in  its  de- 
livery to  Mr.  Han.son.  Busoni  recalls  his 
difficulty  in  obtaining  passage  for  America, 
and  states  that  he  will  be  in  New  York 
prepared  to  begin  his  season  here  during  the 
Christmas  holidays.

or  total  destruction  now  we  march,  for  there 
is  open  to  us  no  retreat.  In  Christ  we  trust, 
and  on  our  arms  rely.  Though  few  in  num- 
bers our  hearts  are  strong."  His  appeal 
aroused  unexampled  enthusiasm. 

Of  the  three  routes  which  presented 
themselves  to  Cortes,  the  general  chose  the 
most  ditiicult,  as  he  judged  that  by  so  doing 
he  would  be  less  likely  to  experience  annoy- 
ance from  the  enemy.  They  were  obliged 
to  traverse  the  bold  sierra  which  divided  the 
eastern  plateau  from  the  western,  and  the 
road,  if  such  it  could  be  called,  was  rough 
and  precipitous  and  full  of  boulders  and 
felled  trees,  obstacles  which  the  Mexicans 
had  placed  there  to  impede  the  Spaniards' 
progress.  The  ascent  was  very  difficult,  but 
the  descent  was  even  more  so,  and  theSpan- 
iards  were  indeed  thankful  when  at  last  they 
had  left  the  snow  and  the  cold  of  the 
heights  behind,  and  had  reached  the  pleasant 
sunshine  and  the  warm  breezes  of  the  Valley 
of  Mexico. 

So  beautiful  indeed  was  the  landscape 
that  spread  itself  before  them  when  at  last 
they  had  come  to  the  pleasant  open  country, 
that  even  the  soldiers  who  had  grown  fam- 
iliar with  the  sight,  and  who  associated  it 
with  the  terrible  defeat  they  had  lately  suf- 
fered, could  not  forbear  outbursts  of  ad- 
miration. Bathed  in  golden  sunshine  the 
valley  lay  "in  the  arms  of  the  giant  hills, 
which  clustered  like  a  phalanx  of  guardian 
genii  about  it." 

Bernal  Diaz  described  this  region  as  "the 
land  of  eternal  Spring."  The  following  is 
taken  from  his  description  of  the  country: 
''On  the  templada  terrace  new  foliage  is  ob- 
served, though  still  glistening  with  sun- 
painted  birds  and  enlivened  by  parliaments  of 
monkeys.  Insects  and  flowers  bathe  in 
waves  of  burning  light  until  they  display  a 
variety  of  colors  as  wonderful  as  they  are 
brilliant,  while  from  cool  canyons  rise  metal- 
lic mists  overspreading  the  warm  hills.  Blue 
and  purple  arc  the  summits  in  the  distance, 
and  dimly  glowing  hazy  the  imperial  heights 
beyond  that  daily  baffle  the  departing  sun. 
And  on  the  broad  plateau,  whose  rich  earth 
with  copious  yield  of  gold  and  grain  allures 
to  cultivation.  AH  the  realm  are  out  of 
doors  keeping  company  with  the  Sun." 

But  if  Cortes  hoped  to  find  the  Mexicans 
unprepared  he  was  disappointed.  On  every 
hillside  blazed  the  beacon  fires,  showing  that 
the  country  was  fully  awake  to  what  was 
impending,  and  this  was  not  to  be  wondered 
at,  for  the  Aztecs  had  as  their  ruler  now  a 
prince  who  was  as  wise  and  valiant  as  any 
they  had  ever  known.  He  was  Guatemozin, 
nephew  to  the  last  two  monarchs,  and 
had  married  the  beautiful  Tecuichpo,  Mon- 
tezuma's daughter.  He  was  only  twenty-five 
yea^s  of  age,  but  already  had  had  much 
experience  in  military  matters.  He  appre- 
ciated to  the  full  the  perils  of  the  post  to 
which  he  had  been  assigned,  though  he  did 
not  shirk  his  responsibility,  but,  fired  by  a 
splendid  loyalty  and  a  devotion  to  his  gods, 
he  determined  to  fight  the  Spaniards  as  long 
as  he  had  an  Aztec  warrior  left,  Ah-eady 
he  had  been  signally  successful  in  taking 
prisoner  many  small  t)odies  of  Spaniards, 
and  had  the  satisfaction  of  offering  them 
as  sacrifices  to  his  gods.  When  the  Chris- 
tians conquered  the  country  they  came  upon 
the  arms  and  accoutrements  of  these  un- 
fortunate countrymen  hanging  in  the  Indian 
temples. 

Cortes  determined  to  establish  his  army 
headquarters  at  Tezcuco,  the  famed  capital 
of  the  Acelhuans,  if  it  were  possible,  but 
as  Coanaco,  the  newly-appoh^ted  cacique, 
had  openly  expressed  his  hatred  of  the  white 
strangers,  and  had  been  the  author  of  a 
wholesale  murder,  whereby  forty-five  Span- 
iards were  killed,  whose  skins  he  had  hung 
up  in  his  temple,  it  may  be  readily  under- 
stood that  Cortes  could  not  expect  a  very 
friendly  reception  in  the  city  of  such  a  prince. 
However  the  general  was  delighted  and  sur- 


The  most  difficult  problem  with  which 
scientific    investigation   has    to    deal   is'  the 
origin  of  life.     Assuming,  as     our     present 
knowledge  justifies  us  in  doing,     that     the 
earliest  condition  of  matter  was  that  of  lum- 
inous gas  from  which  in  the  progress  of  in- 
calculable ages  solid  matter    was    formed, 
which  later  became  the  abode  of  that  mys- 
terious   thing     we     call    life,    research    has 
-   utterly  failed  to  disclose  at  what  stage  this 
was  first  manifested  or  in  what  form"    The 
evolution   of  a  living   organism   from   inert 
matter  is  an  inconceivable     thing,     and     it 
would  not  be  explainable  if  we  should  see 
the  process  taking  place    under    our    very 
eyes.     Life  implies  the  power  of  reproduc- 
tion.    VVc  know  that  certain  processes  take 
place  in  matter  that  bear  a  somewhat  close 
resemblance  to  life,  such  for    example    as 
crystallization.     In  this  there  is  a  grouping 
of  atoms  into  certain  definite  forms,  which  is 
not  less  wonderful  than  the  formation  of  a 
plant.     There  are  some  other  things  in  res- 
pect to  minerals  suggestive  of  an"  analogy 
to  life,  but  between  the  inert  and  the  living 
there  is  an  impassable  gulf  fixed,  and  it  is 
none  the  less  impassable,  even  if  we  admit 
the  claim  that  living  things  have  been  pro- 
duced in  chemical  laboratories  and  by  purely 
chemical   means.     If  we  coitcede  i'nat  it  is 
possible  to  prepare  a  .solution  of  inorganic 
matter  and  from  it  produce  beings  that  have 
voluntary  movements,  we  do  not  remove  the 
difficulty  as  to  tlie  origin  of  life.     Indeed  we 
seem  only  to  make  it  more  insoluble. 

It  is  difficult  to  give  a  good  definition  of 
Life.     One  given  in  the  Century  Dictionary 
is:     "The  principle  of    animate     corporeal 
existence,"  and  an  alternative  suggested  is 
"capacity  of  self-preservation  and  growth  by 
assimilation  and  excretion."  Herbert  Spencer 
suggests:     "The  continuous  adjustment  of 
internal  relations     to     external     relations." 
Oliver  Wendell  Holmes  says:     "Life     is    a 
state  of  an  organized  being  in  wliich  it  main- 
tains or  is  capable  of  maintaining  its  struc- 
tural  integrity  by  the  constant  interchange 
of  elements  with   the   surrounding  media." 
In  neither  of  these  definitions  is  the  power 
of  reproduction  stated  as  an  essential  feature 
of  life,  and   with  all  respect  to  such   high 
authorities,  we  take  the  liberty  of  saying  tliat 
without  it  no  definition  of  life  is  complete. 
And  this  view  is  not  shaken  by  the  fact  that 
in  most  species  of  animals,  and     in     many 
species  of  plants  this  power  is  not  fully  de- 
veloped in  the  individual,  but  the  living  crea- 
tures are  divided  into  sexes.     The  power  of, 
reproduction  may  not  be  complete  in  any 
one  living  thing,  but  it  is  an  essential  factor 
of  life  considered  in  the  abstract     It  has 
been  claimed  that  living     organisms     have 
been  produced  with  the  co-operation  of  exist- 
ing living  organisms.     This  may  not  as  yet 
be  considered  as  absolutely  established,  but 
if  we  admit  it  to  be  possible,  the  inference 
seems  to  be  that  at  }  certain  stage  in  certain 
chemical  reactions  life  animates  the  product 
of  such  reactions.    Indeed  we  might  be  jus- 
tified in  reaching  such  a  conclusion  from  the 
hatching  of  an  egg.    If  this  is  the  case,  there 
seems  to  be  justification  for  believing  that 
there  exists  what  may  be  called  cosmic  life, 
that  Is  a  force  in  the  Universe  unrecognizable 
except  through  Its  manifestations  in  connec- 
tion with  matter.    This  suggestion,  which  so 
far  as  we  know,  has  not  been  advanced  hith- 
erto,  opens  a  door  for  thought  on  a  very

The  possibility  of  reconciling  the  terrible 
.f^_^"*^Jl®!^.  transpiring  in  Europe  \vit.h  the 
doctrine  that  God  is  Love  seems  to  be  beyond 
the  power  of  human  reason,  and  yet  there 
are  some  thoughts  that  may  not  be  wholly 
without  value  as  casting  a  faint  light  upon 
that  insoluble  problem.     Death  and  wrong 
are  in  the  world.     No  amount  of  reasoning 
can  dispose  of  that  fact,   and  it  makes  no 
difference  how  we  deilnc  them.     Death  is 
an  individual  event.     It  is  finished  and  com- 
pleted in  each  individual  case.     Nothing  can 
be  added  to  it;  nothing  can  bt  taken  from 
it.     The  death  of  a  thousand  people  is  not, 
so  far  as  each  individual  is  concerned,  any 
worse  than  the  death  of  one.     Each  person 
who  dies  completes  in  its  fullest  sense  all 
possibilities  of  that  event  in  human  existence. 
We  are  now  speaking  of  the  act  of  dying, 
not   of  any  previous  suffering  nor   of  any 
consequences   that   may   follow  death.      In 
a  city  of  fifty  thousand  people  probably  five 
hundred  die  every  year,  and  we  take  it  as  a 
matter  of  course;  if  the  five  hundred  died 
on  any  single  day,   we  should  regard   it  as 
a   dreadful   calamity,   even   though   no  one 
died  on  all  the  other  364  days  in  the  twelve- 
month.    When  we  think  along  these  lines 
it  will  appear  clear  enough  that  so  far  as  the 
fact  of  death  is  concerned,  and  taking  one 
period  with  another  in  the  history  of  a  gen- 
eration,   it   matters   very   Httle   how  many 
persons  die  at  any  one  time.     To  the  com- 
munity the  sinking    of    the  Titanic  was  a 
greater  blow  than  the  upturning  of  a  canoe 
in  the  harbor;  but  to  each  of  the  victims 
of  the  one  accident  the  result  was  no  more 
terrible  than  to  the  solitary  victim   of  the 
other.     We  may  ask  ourselves  why  a  loving 
God  permits  the  slaughter  of  thousands  of 
men    on    battlefields,   but  that  only    is    to 
present   in  another  form   the  old   question: 
Why  does  God  permit  death?     If  the  death 
of  a  friend  in  the  quiet  of  his  home  does 
not  shake  our  faitti  in  the  goodness  of  God, 
why  ought  it  to  be  shaken  by  the  death  of 
a  thou.sand  men  on  a  battlefield?      Do  you 
find  the  problem  too  hard  for  .you?      You 
may  well  do  so,  for  the  problem  of  life  and 
death  is  beyond  the  solution  of  human  rea- 
son.    Things  are  as  they  are. 

To  say  this  is  not  to  propound  fatalism. 
There  is  nothing  more  dreadful  than  the 
thought  that  we  live  in  the  grip  of  a  remorse- 
less  fate,  against  which,  struggle  as  we  may, 
we  are  powerless.  No  deeper  damnation 
is  possible  than  to  be  born  to  a  life  of  pain, 
misery,  disappointment  and  final  catastrophe, 
and  yet  to  be  conscious  of  better  things  and 
to  have  a  desire  to  attain  to  them,  a  desire 
that  must  always  remain  unsatisfied.  Things 
are  as  they  are,  but  one  of  the  things  that 
is  is  ^  power  to  rise  superior  to  our  physical 
environment  and  disprove  that  we  are  simply 
playthings  In  the  hands  of  Fate. 

Compared  with  the  ages  that  have  seen  , 
the  Universe  develop,  the  life  of  man  is 
almost  as  nothing.  Compared  with  the  his- 
tory of  mankind,  the  career  of  an  individual 
is  inconceivably  insignificant.  The  ultimate 
goal  of  it  all  may  be  past  finding  out;  but 
of  one  thing  we  may  be  certain,  namely  that 
birth,  life  and  death  are  individual  things, 
.each  standing  by  itseir,  each  with  its  own 
measure  T)f  perfection,  which  is  not  meas- 
ured by  duration  but  by  character.  Long 
life  is  not  necessarily  the  perfection  of  life, 
for  the  value  of  a  life  must  be  judged  by 
what  it  stands  for.  '  The  world  has  been 
made  the  richer  by  the  death  of  many  a 
man;  who,  had  he  lived  to  die  of  age,  might 
have  passed  away  "unwept,  unhonored  and 
unsung."  'Marcus  Curtius,  armed  cap-a-plc, 
rode  his  horse  into  the  pit  in  the  Roman 
forum,  for  the  augurs  had  said  It  would  never 
close  until  the  most  precious  thing  in  the 
city  had  been  cast  into  it,  and  he  was  in- 
spired by  the  belief  that  nothing  is  worth 
more  than  heroic  self*$acrlflce.  All  down 
the  centuries  the  tale  has  been  told  as  an 
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Growing  Bulbs  in  the 

House  With  Very 

Little  Trouble 

The  old  way  of  planting  bulbs  indoors, 
in  clay  pots  with  a  drainage  hole  at  the 
bottoH),  and  lllled  with  rich  loam,  is  still  a 
i^ood  method  in  the  .e:reenhouse  or  in  the 
conservatory.  There  has,  however,  durin.c; 
the  last  few  years,  come,  into  use  in  this 
country  a  method,  new  here,  though  intro- 
duced and  perfected  in  England  by  the  late 
Koberl  Sydenham,  of  Birmingham,  many 
years  ago.  Tliis  method  is  well  adapted,  not 
only  to  conservatories,  JDut  .particularly  to 
those  cases  where  a  ,  person's  horticuftural 
lield  and  plant-growing  activities  cannot  ex- 
tend beyond  the  windows  of  his  home.  By 
this  method  bulbs  are  brought  into  bloom 
in  dwelling-houses,  in  glass  or  china  recep- 
tacles, not  provided  with  a  drainage-hole, 
and  used  as  table,  sideboard,  or  mantel  dec- 
orations, without  soiling  or  damaging  the 
house-furnisliings,  -  Since  the  receptacles  in 
which  the  bulbs  are  grown  are  of  attractive 
vlesigns,  they  require  neither  the  usual  jar- 
diniere nor  potrcover  of  any  kind.  Bulbs 
are  more  easily  grown  by  this  newer  method; 
tlie  material  in  which  they  are  grown  is  of 
much  lighter  weiglrt,  and  soils  neither  the 
hands  nor  clothing  in  handling. 


to  start  out  of  the  bowl  a  little,  and  an  ex- 
amination of  tiie  rool-growth  made.  A 
succession  of  flowers  all  winter  may  be  ob- 
tained by  a  succession  of  planting  every 
two  weeks. 

Bringing  the  bulbs  out  of  the  dark  and 
placing  them  in  as  light  a  position  as  pos- 
sible, is  the  next  step.  As  the  tops  grow 
and  the  buds  and  flowers  appear,  more 
frequent  watering  wjll  be  required.  When 
the  flowers  are  pretty  well  developed,  the 
bowls  may  be  placed  in  any  desired  position, 
even  where  there  is  only  a  very  subdued 
light.       . 

The  best  kind  of  bulbs  to  grow  by  this 
methovl  are  the  polyanthus  narcissi,  'parti- 
cularly the  varieties  Paper  White,  Grand 
Soleil  d'Or,  Etoile  d'Or,  Queen  of  Nether- 
lands, and  Grand.  Monarque;  nearly  all  the 
cup  and  trumpet  varieties  of  narcissi,  in- 
cluding the  favorite  daffodils  and  jonquils; 
all  of  the  Dutch,  Roman  and  grape  hyacinths 
and  all  kinds  of  callas.  Good  results  may 
be  had  from  tulips  al.so,  which  are  little  more 
dirticult  to  flower  by  any  method.  The  tine 
roots  of  the  tulip  should  never  once  be  al- 
lowed to  become  dry,  through  lack  of  con- 
stant moisture,  as  it  causes  them  to  go  blind 
— that  is  not  to  flower.  This  list  includes 
the  larger  bulbs,  which  require  the  deeper 
receptacles.  Then  there  are  also  the  smaller 
bulbs,  which  give  charming  results:  freesias. 


crocus.  sei-HftS; — eh46-fte4o*fl-s; — puschkiitifttv 
snowdrops,  alliums,  and  Spanish  iris,  and  lily- 
of-the-valley  pips  which  have  been  frozen 
in  cold  storage.  Only  one  kind  of  bulb 
should  be  grown  in  the  same  bowl.  The 
beginner  may  well  content  himself,  the 
first  season,  with  Paper-White,  Grand  Soleil 
d'Or,  Golden  Spur,  Emperor,.  Victoria,  and 
double  Van  Sion  narcissi,  Roman  and  Dutch, 
hyacinths,  and  crocus. 

Growing  bulbs  in  pebbles  and  water  is 
not  a  new  method,  and  has  long  been  used 
.in  growing  Chinese  Sacred  narcissi;  but,  dur- 
ing the  last  few  years,  it  has  been  found  that 
several  other  kinds  of  more  desirable  bulbs 
can  be  grown  with  excellent  results  in  this 
way.  particularly  Paper-White  and  Grand 
Soleil  d'Or  narcissi,  crocus,  and  white  Roman 
hyacinths. 

The  receptacles  for  growing  bulbs  in 
pebbles  and  water  are  of  the  sam'e  material, 
depth  and  diameter  as  are  used  in  growing 
these  in  fibre.  The  materials  arc  pebbles. 
about  as  large  as  peas,  which  may  be  bought 
at  the  seed  stores,  or  gathered  at  the  gravel 
pit,  or  on  the  sea-beach — in  which  case  they 
should  be  washed  clean  of  salt  water  before 
they  are  used — and  charcoal,  which  may  be 
bought  at  the  seed  stores  or  the  grocery"! 

The  planting  process  consists  in  placing 
a  half-dozen  pieces  of  charcoal  about  a  half- 
inch  in  thickness  in  the  bottoni  of  the  bowl; 
covering  this  evenly  with  an  inch  at  least  of 
pebbles,  and  placing  the  bulbs  on  these  peb- 
bles so  closely  together  that  they  almost 
touch  each  other;  placing  pebble's  around 
and  between  the  bulbs  two-thirds  the  way  to 
their  tops;  and,  lastly,  turning  water  into"  the 
dish  sufilcient  to  reach  the  same  height  as 
the  pebbles.  The  bowls  of  Inilbs  should 
now  be  set  in  a  dark,  cool  place  for  two  or 
three  weeks,  and  then  brought  into  the  direct 
light,  preferably  in  a  rather  cool  place,  since 
they  will  develop  better  flowers  in  such  n 
temperature  and  will  remain  longer  in  bloom. 
To  the  Chinese,  who  grow  their  sacred  lilies 
in  this  way,  even  in  rooms  where  there  is 
almost  no  heat,  should  bo  given  the  credit 
of  introducing  this  method  into  this  country. 
Paper-White  narcissi  can  be  flowered  bv  this 
method  in  eight  weeks  from  the  lime  of 
planting. _j_ 


them  so  profitable  that  we  built  a  large 
mushroom  cellar,  and  partitioned  off  one  end 
for  asparagus  and  rhubarb.  They  are  all 
good,  marketable  crops,  bringing  in  ready 
money  in  the  dull  .season. 

If  the  rhubarb  in  the  garden  has  been 
undisturbed  for  several  years,  it  will  need 
pretty  vigorous  work  lu  dislodge  the  roots, 
for  five  or  six  years'  growth  means  the  de- 
velopnicMit  of  huge,  clumps  tliat  loojc  more 
like  boulders  than  vegetable  growth.  Aft^r 
a  big  clump  has  been  dug  up  leave  it  on  tiic 
surface  of  the  ground  for  several  days  and 
nights,  so  that  it  may  be  slightly  frozen, 
otherwise  it  will  not  gi\'e  so  good  a  croji 
when  foicing  commences.  Then  divide  into 
nandleable-sized  pieces,  say,,  nbout  a  toot 
square.  Use  a  sharp  axe  and  make  clean 
cuts,  being  careful  not  to  Injure  embryo  buds 
which  will  be  found  on  the  side  wiiich  has 
been  nearest  the  surface  of  the  earth.  If 
your  cellar  has  an  earthen  floor,  the  roots 
can  be  laid  directly  on  it,  but  if  there  is  a 
cement  or  wooden  floor,  make  the  bed  aboui 
nine  inches  deep,  of  garden  soil,  then  sprinkle 
with  water  in  which  nitrate  of  soda  has  been 
dissolved,— about  one  ounce  to  a  gallon  of 
water.  If  there  is  a  furnace  in  the  cellar, 
keep  a  pan  of  water  on  the  top  of  it,  to  fur- 
nisii  moisture. 

The  temperature  may  range  from  any- 
thing above  freezing  to  ninety  degrees  with- 
out  any  injury  being  done.     A  low  tempera- 


soil  which  has  been  under  good  cultivation, 
and  is  free  from  the  seeds  of  weeds.  Failing 
5uch  supply,  gel  grass  sods,  and  shake  the 
grass  from  tiie  roots.  Manure  should  be 
collected  eacit  day  (about  two-thirds  drop- 
pings and  one-third  broken  straw  or  leaves). 
Make  into  a  pile  under  a  shed,  and  if  very 
dry,  moisten  with  water  and  drainage  from 
a  stable.  When  the  pile  has  generated 
strong  heat,  it  nuist  be  forked  over,  to  check 
the  heat  which  would,  if  left  to  run  its  course, 
burn  out  tiie  value  of  the  manure.  Usually 
tins  work  of  shaking  out  and  repiling  has  to 
be  done  three  (m-  four  limes,  with  several 
days  between  the  attacks,  When  tlie  mass  is 
well  ripened  and  sweetened,  wliich  is  usuaally 
when  the  heat  registers  too  degrees  after  the 
pile  has  not  been  disturbed  for  thirty-six 
hours — it  is  ready  to  be  mixed  with  the  "soil; 
the  proportions  are  two  parts  manure  to  one 
of  soil.  To  fill  the  boxes,  spread  a  layer 
about  two  inches  thick  over  the  bottom  of  the 
box,  and  press  down  firmly  with  the  back 
of  a  trowel  or  a  piece  of  wood.  Add  another 
layer  and  press  as  before.  Repeat  until  the 
box  is  filled  to  within  two  inches  of  the  top. 
Water  copiously,  and  cover  with  a  thick 
woolen  cloth  or  a  piece  of  old  carpet.  Insert 
a  hotbed  thermometer,  and,  when  the  heal 
(which  will  run  up  very  high)  drops  to  9u 
degrees,  remove  the  cover  and  insert  the 
spawn. 

The  propagation  of  mushrooms  is  en- 
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There  are  growing  in  the  Botanic  gar- 
dens about  '300  speciiJs  and  varieties,  cover- 
ing a  blooming  season  of  more  than  two 
months.  The  Iris  is  so  easily '  cultivated 
tliat  everyone  who  is  fond  of  flowers  i,hould 
have  a  good  collection. . 

One  of  the  tinest  early  blossoming  iris 
is  the  orris-root  (Iris  Florentina)!  This  is 
an  old-fashioned  species,  but  il  is  ime  of 
the  best.  The  flowers  are  large,  lavender 
or  nearly  white  in  color,  and  delicately 
scented.  It  begins  to  bloom  during  Ihe  last 
week   of   Ma  v. 

The  varieties  of  Siberian  iris  also  blos- 
som at  this  time,  and  while,  not  admired  by 
many,  owing  probably  to  their  resemblance 
to  our  wild  species,  they  are  of  very  attrac- 
tive sliades  of  blue  or  purplish-blue,  and  are 
particularly  useful  in  bog-planting.  Some 
of  them  reach  a  heiglrt  of  four  feet. 

After  the  Siberian  iris,  the  many  varieties 
of  the  so-called  German  iris  begin  to  bloom. 
Two  of  the  best  of  this  May-flowering  class 
arc  Kharput  and  Purple  Ring,  with  flowers 
of  great  size  and  bluish-purple  in  color. 
Closely  following  these  are  the  other  vari- 
eties in  many  forms  and  colors.  As  with 
the  lilac,  it  is  difticult  to  reduce  the  list  tQ 
a  reasonable  number,  but  the  following 
twelve  give  a  good  range  of  color  and  are 
among  the  very  best  in  the  opinion  of  Mr. 
W.    T.    Macoun,    Dominion    Horticulturist: 


ture  simply  retards  growth,  and  darkens  the 
color  of  the  stalks.  The  main  thing  is  to  get 
the  heat  near  the  ground,  where  it  will  bene- 
fit the^roots^ —F©p  tliis  reason,  it  is  usually 
better  to  depend  on  lamps  or  lanterns  in  the 
house  cellar.  In  a  mushroom  house,  built 
especially  for  such  forcing,  the  boiler  and 
heating  apparatus  should  stand  in  a  pit,  so 
that  pipes  may  run  along  the  sides  of  the 
beds.  When  we  used  the  house  cellar,  we 
hadno  furnace,  depending  entirely  on  stoves 
for  heating  the  house,  so  resorted  to  brooder 
lamps,  which  were  only  about  two  inches 
high.  We  put  one  at  each  end  of  the  bed, 
and  then  had  a  tin  pipe  made  to  fit  on  to 
each  of  the  tin  chimneys  which  are  used  on 
all  brooder  lamps.  By  this  means  the  heat 
was  carried  all  along  the  bed,  and  yet  no  light 
could  escape  and  injure  the  crop. 

It  takes  from  three  to  four  weeks  for 
stalks  to  reach  the  gathering  height  of  twelve 
to  fourteen  inches,  and  the  crop  usually  con- 
tinues for  about  a  month.  To  maintain  a 
long  season,  an  extra  supply  of  roots  should 
be  dug  up  and  kept  in  some  outside  shed, 
where  they  will  remain  dormant,  and  can  be 
easily  gotten  at,  even  in  midwinter,  when  it 
would  be  impossible  to  dig  them  if  they 
were  in  the  garden.  The  second  lot  of  roots 
should  be  brought  in  when  the  first  lot  com- 
mences to  bear,  "otherwise  there  will  be  a 
pause  in  the  supply.  When  the  stalks  com- 
mence to  decline  in  quantity  and  size,  it  is 
time  to  stop  forcing  or  the  roots  will  be  in- 
jured for  future  use.  Remove  them  from  the 
cellar,  and  place  them  in  the  shed  from 
which  the  second  lot  was  taken;  then,  in'the 
early  Spring,  as  soon  as  outdoor  work  can 
commence,  divide  the  roots  into  two  or  three 
pieces, -and  plant  out  eighteen  inches  apart  in 
rows  two  feet  apart.  The  ground  must  be 
well  fertilized  with  stable  manure  and  the 
beds  kept  free  from  weeds  all  through  the 
Summer.  No  stalks  should  be  gathered 
from  roots  the  Summer  following  forcing, 
and  even  the  next  Summer  it  is  wise  to  gath- 
er only  a  light  crop  if  the  roots  are  to  be 
again  used  for  forcing.  They  need  all  the 
vitality  and  strength  they  can  store  during  the 
eighteen  months  between  Die  [wo  periods  of 
forcing. 

The  treatment  of  asparagus  in  the  cellar 
.^is  exactly  the  sanie  as  for  rlmbarb,  the  only 
•  difference  being  in  getting  plants  to  force. 
Asparagus  roots  don't  divide,  so  seed  has 
to  be  sown  to  maintain  a  supply  of  plants 
at  least  three  years  old.  What  is  more,  the 
plants  arc  not  supposed  to  be  worth  replant- 
ing in  the  garden  after  they  have  once  been 
forced  in  the  cellar;  but  two  years  ago  I 
tried  setting  out  .-several  roots  in  rich  ground, 
and  last  Summer  they  gave  quite  a  fair  crop. 
,  However,  asparagus  is  not  a  troublesome 
seed  crop,  and  it  is  easy  to  start  a  few  roots 
each  spring  if  a  garden  is  large  enough  to 
accommodate  such  nur.sery  beds.  Seeds 
should  be  sown  in  rows  two  feet  apart,  and 
plants  thinned  nul  to  stand  eighteen  inches 
apart.  Cultivate,  and  keep  ivec  from  weeds, 
as  you  would  any  other  crop;  manure  thoro- 
oughly  each  Spring  and-  Fall,  to  insure  liaving 
large,  strong  roots  the  third  year. 

The  great  advanlage  of  the  two  forego- 
ing  crops  is  the  fact  that  no  manure,  and 
very  little  moisture,  is  required.  >o  there  b 
absolutely  no  objection  to  their  Ijeing  grown 
in  tlie  hou.se  cellar.  Mushrooms  border  on 
the  objectional  if  large  quantities  are  at- 
tempted, but  enough  for  the  ordinary  family 
can  be  grown  safely  without  any  fear  of 
annoyance,  if  Hie  compost  for  tlie  beds  is 
properly  prepared,  and  not  taken  "into  the 
cellar  until  all  the  disagreeable  odors  have 
evaporated. 

For  the  house-cellar,  beds  can  be  made 
in  boxes  a  foot  deep,  of  any  convenient  size, 
and  they  may  be  arranged  on  shelves  or  in 
tiers,  one  above  the  other,  if  a  foot  space  is 
allowed  between  the  top  of  one  box  artd 
the  bottom  of  the  next.  The  compost  for 
the  beds  is  composed  of  thoroughly  cured 
manure  from  the  horse  stables,  and  garden 
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The  receptacles  are  glass  or  glazed  china 
dishes,  such  as  are  commonly  used  on  the 
table  to  hold  fruit  and  the  like;  in  form, 
round,  oval,  rectangular,  or  of  any  pleasing 
and  convenient  shape,  and  in  size  usually 
from  six  to  ten  inches  across  and  three  to 
five  inches  deep,  the  depth  depending  on  the 
size  of  the  bulbs  to  be  planted.  These 
receptacles  may  be  bought  at  any  glass  or 
china  store  or  department,  and  at  some  seed 
stores,  since  this  new  method  has  come  into 
use,  at  prices  ranging  from  twenty  cents  or 
less  up  to  whatever  figure  one's  artistic  eye 
craves,  and  his  means  can  afford.  Glass 
bowls  which  cost  fifteen  to  twenty-five  cents 
each  are  both  pretty,  and  aft'ord  an  oppor- 
tunity of  watching  the  interesting  process  of 
root  growth,  and  of  detecting  at  once  an 
over-supply  of  water  in  the  bottom  of  the 
bowl. 

The  soil  substitute  in  which  bulbs  are 
grown  by  the  new  method  can  now  be 
bought  at  any  seed  store,  where  it  is  known 
as  prepared  fibre.  Its  constituents  are  gen- 
erally disintegrated  peat  or  similar  vegetable 
material,  pulverized  charcoal,  and  crushed 
oyster  shells.  This  compost  is  clean,  odor- 
less, remains  sweet,  is  moisture-retaining, 
and  has  fertilizing  properties  sufficient  to 
support  the  bulb  while  in  flower.  Seeds- 
men usually  supply  some  small  pieces  of 
charcoal  to  purchasers  of  this  fibre.  The 
cost  of  the  fibre  is  generally  about  25  cents 
a  half-peck,.  40  cents  a  peck.  75  cents  a 
half,  and  $1.25  a  whole  bushel.  A  bushel 
weighs  only  about  16  pounds. 

The  planting  process  13  simple.  Place 
■  a  few  half-inch  pieces  of  charcoal  in  the 
bottom  of  the  receptacle,  a  necessary  step 
when  no  charcoal  is  mixed  with  the  fibre, 
and  advisable  even  when  there  Is.  Over 
this  place  an  even  layer  of  fibre,  moistened 
throughout  but  not  dripping  with  water,  thick 
enough  so  that  when  the  bulbs  are  placed 
thereon  their  lops  will  be  about  one-half 
inch  below  the  rim  of  the  receptacle.  Then 
put  the  bulbs  on  this  in  an  upright  position, 
so  close  as  to  almost  touch  each  other.  Fill 
well-moistened  fibre  in  around  and  between 
the  bulbs  almost  to  their  very  tops,  with  the 
lingers,  but  do  not  press  this  over-firmly, .. 
because  that,  when  the  bulbs  and  fibre  were 
swollen,  would  cause  the  latter  to  be  raised 
out  of  their  places. 

After  the  planting,  the  bowls  of  bulbs 
arc  set  in  any  dark,  rather  cool,  airy  place, 
such  as  a  cool  cellar,  attic,  room,  or  out- 
building, but  not  in  h  closed  wardrobe  or 
cupboard,  where  air  is  lacking.  Some  store 
the  bowls  of  bulbs  in  a  cold-frame,  covering 
these  with  with  llirec  or  four  inches  of  soil 
or  coal-ashes.  This  is  an  excellent  way, 
but  not  so  convenient  for  the  amateur,  nor 
so  cleanly.  The  fibre  in  the  receptacle 
should  be  examined  once  or  twice  each  week, 
and  remoistened  if  necessary;  but,  if  any  sur- 
plus water  through  an  over-application 
gathers  in  the  bottom  of  the  bowl,  this 
should  be  carefully  turned  on  its  side  and 
the  water  drained  out.  This  rule  of  having 
thoroughly  moist  fibre,  but  no  surplus  water 
in  bottom  of  vessel,  applies  to  every  period 
of  growing  bulbs  by  this  method.  The 
bulbs  should  remain  in  the  dark  until  the 
roots  arc  well  developed.  Six  to  twelve 
weeks  are  usually  required  for  this.  This 
development  of  the  roots  first  is  very  neces- 
sary for  the  successful  flowering  of  bulbs. 
When  the  sprouts  from  the  tops  of  the  bulbs 
are  about  two  inches  high,  it  is  generally  a 
suflficienf  indication  that  the  roots  arc  well 
developed.  If  glass  receptacles  are  used, 
the  growth  of  the  roots  is  shown  by  their 
appearance  through  the  tibre  against  the 
sides  and  bottom  of  the  bowl;  if  the  recep- 
tacles are  opaque,  the  outspread  hand,  at 
the  end  of  the  sixth  or  seventh  week,  may 
be  laid  on  top  of  the  fibre  and  bulbs,  the 
bowl  tilted  enough  to, allow  the  whole  mass 
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Cellar  Gardening 

There  is  something  wonderfully  fasci- 
nating about  cellar  gardening— it  '  is  so 
gratifying  and  mystical.  It  is  much  like 
emulating  Aladdin.  One  lights  a  lamp, 
descends  into  a  darkened  cellar,  and  returns 
laden  with  freshly-gathered  luxuries  for 
one's  table.  Then  it  gratifies  the  egotistical 
pride  which  assails  every  amateur  gardener 
and  makes  him  glory  in  beating  iiis  neighbor, 
There  is  something  so  exhilarating  inbeing 
able  to  exhort  about  "our  now  potatoes," 
"our  asparagus,"  when  all  out-of-doors  Is 
covered  with  snow,  and  your  le.ss  progressive 
neighbor  is  only  dreaming  of  next  Summer's 
possibilities. 

My  first  attempt  at  this  Winter  garden- 
ing was  made  with  rhubarb.  Our  family  is 
very  fond  of  rhubarb  pie,  and  so  each  year 
we  tried  to  hasten  its  development  in  the 
garden  by  putting  barrels  over  the  rool.s 
but  only  succeeded  in  gaining  about  two 
weeks  on  the  time  of  the  natiiral  crop,  so 
determined  to  try  the  new  system  of  dark- 
forcing.  The  first  year  it  was  not  very  suc- 
cessful, because  we  dug  up  the  roots  before 
frost,  and  omitted  to  cover  up  the  cellar 
window.  But  for  the  last  four  years  we  have 
had  wonderful  crops  of  large,  bright-colored 
stalks  from  Christmas  until  ApriJ.  The  main 
point  is  to  shut  out  all  light  and  maintain 
the  right  degree  of  heat  and  moisture,  which 
is  not  at  all  difficult  when  one  understands 
the  right  degrees. 

We  added  asparagus  and  mushrooms  10 
our  cellar  crops  the  second  year,  and  found 
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table;  neither  seed,  bulb  nor  cutting  holding 
any  place  in  the  process.  From  the  gill-like 
liningLof  full-grown  mushrooms  fall  innum- 
erable spores.  If  the  earth  is  in  just  the  right 
condition,  mold-like  filaments  develop, 
spread,  and  become  what  we  call  spawn. 
This  complicated  process  does  not  concern 
the  small  mushroom  grower,  for  he  buys 
spawn  from  the  seedsman,  just  as  he  wou!(S 
do  for  any  other  vegetable.  It  is  sold  in 
compressed  calces,  or  in  bundles  of  rough 
shreds.  Cake.s-^or  bricks,  as  they  are  often 
called — are  English  spawn,  and  the  rough 
shreds,  French.  The  bricks  of  English  spawn 
seem  to  give  the  best  results  in  this  country, 
and  are  what  we  have  always  used,  both  in 
the  house  cellar  and  in  the  large  special 
mushroom  house.  It  should  be  broken  into 
small  pieces  about  the  .size  of  a  hickory 
nut.  Plant  nine  inches  apart  and  bury  two 
inches  deep.  After  planting,  press  down  the 
surface  of  the  bed  thoroughly,  for  on  close 
packing  depends  much  of  your  success. 
Replace  the  clotli,  or  whatever  the  box  was 
covered  with.  Seven  days  later,  remove  the 
covering  and  fill  up  the  box  with  good 
garden  soil,  which  has  been  passed  through 
a  fine  sieve,  to  remove  the  lumps.  Should 
the  bed  show  any  sign  of  becoming  dry, 
sprinkle  with  a  very  fine  spray — just  enough 
to  moisten.  The  beds  must  never  be  really 
wet.  The  temperature  of  the  cellar  should 
be  about  fifty-five  degrees. 

Mushrooms  will  commence  to  show  in 
from  six  to  .seven  weeks.  They  should  be 
gathered  every  day.  or  even  twice  a  day, 
for,  after  they  once  spring  up,  they  mature 
very  rapidly;  but  if  they  are  gathered  as 
soon  as  they  commence  to  spread  open,  they 
will  keep  for  twenty-four  or  even  thirty-six 
hours,  if  pKiced  in  a  cool  place. 

Raising  potatoes  in  the  cellar  1  have  tried 
only  in  a  small  way  for  the  last  two  years, 
but  it  has  been  quite  successful.  Last  year, 
from  twelve  old  potatoes,  we  had  ten  quarts 
of  new  ones.  Get  shallow  boxes  from  the 
grocery  store,  put  two  or  three  inches  *of 
soil  at  the  bottom,  and  lay  the  potatoes  on 
the  top  of  it.  They  should  be  nine  or  ten 
inches  apart.  Get  a  package  of  fertilizer, 
such  as  is  put  up  for  house-plants,  dissolve  in 
water,  and  use  one-half  as  much  again  as  is 
directed  on  the  package,  sprinkle  around 
the  potatoes  once  a  week.  The  soil  must 
never  be  really  wet,  or  the  potatoes  will  rot. 
Moisture  is  the  only  part  of  the  work  which 
is  really  important,  so  be  careful  to  strike  a 
happy  medium.  Being  entirely  shut  off 
from  light,  potatoes  make  no  top  growth; 
btlt,  should  any  leaf  buds  appear,  nip  them 
off  at  once,  for  all  the  strength  of  the  tuber 
must  be  forced  into  forming  young  potatoes. 
The  one  all-important  point  for  all  these  cel- 
lar crops  is  excluding  light,  for  that  is  the 
chief  factor  in  checking  leaf  growth. — Kate 
V.  Saint  Maur  in  Suburban  Life. 


binations  of  yellow  and  brown;  Madame 
Chereate,  Coeleste  and  Lord  Seymour,  for 
mauve  and  lavender;  Mrs.-_H.  l5arwin^,for- 
white;  Couquette.  for  pink;  Walneri,  Sappho 
and  Duchess  de  Nemours,  for  difTerent 
shades  of  dark  and  light  purple;  and  Jac- 
quiniana  or  Arnola,  foi-  maroon  or  velvety 
purple. 

While  the  varieties  of  Iris  pallida  might 
be  first  in  the  last  group,  they  are  kept 
separate  to.  give  an  opportunity  of 'men- 
tioning three  which  should  be  in  everv  col- 
lection if  possible.  These  are  Mandraiiseuse, 
Racemosa  and  Lilacina. 

After  the  German  irises  are  over,  or 
about  the  first  week  of  July,  the  magnificent 
Iris  aurea  begins  to  bloom.  This  species  in 
good  soil  will  .reach  nearly  five  feet  in 
height.  It  has  large  golden  3'ellow  flowers, 
and  is  altogether  a  striking  and  beautiful  iris. 

The  Japanese  varieties  now  follow  and 
continue  blooming  through  most  of  July. 
A  dozen  varieties  will  give  a  good  range. of 
color.  These  are^lovely  flowers,  the  "rich- 
ness of  color  and  form  giving  them  quite  an 
orchid-like  appearance.  These  are  more 
often  sold  unnamed  than  the  German  irises, 
and  most  of  even  the  unnamed  ones  are  very 
satisfactory.  The  Japanese  irises  are  not 
expensive.        .^ 

There  ♦  is  Another  late  blooming  iris 
which  should  be  mentioned,  namely,  Iris 
ochroleuca.  usually  known  as  Iris  gigantea. 
It  is  a  very  striking  erect  species,  growing 
from  four  to  five  feet  in  height.  The  flowers 
are  white  and  yellow. 

To  protect  the  leaves  from  frequent 
changes  of  temperature  in  Winter,  coal 
ashes  will  be  found  satisfactory. — H.  J.  Snel- 
grove.

The  border  of  every  garden  should  con- 
tain a  bed  of  this  singularly  charming  flow<;r, 
whose  name  is  derived  from  a  Greek  word 
mcaining  "rainbow,"  and  indicating  its 
beauty.  The  iris  is  a  native  of  the  north 
temperate  zone,  inhabiting  Asia,  Europe  and 
North  America,  and  in  the  hands  of  skilful 
horticulturists  has  undergone  marvellous  de- 
velopment during  recent  years. 

Owing  to  their  diversity  of  origin,  the 
varieties  have  a  great  diversity  of  color — 
shades  of  mauve  and  blue  to  dark  purple. 
The  flowers  of  all  the  varieties  are  large  and 
handsome,  often  stalely,  exhibiting;  beauttfut 
variegation  and  shades  of  color.  aU  arf 
hardy.

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Narcissi  Culture  in  Pots 

To  grow  in  pots,  put  one  bulb  in  a  four- 
inch  pot,  or  three  or  four  in  a  six-inch  pot, 
merely  covering  the  bulb  with  the  soil.  Any 
good  rich  loamy  soil  to  which  has  been 
added  sand  in  the  proportion  of  sand  one 
part,  and  soil  three  parts,  should  give  good 
results.  The  best  loam  is  that  made  from 
well  rotted  sods,  although  good  garden  soil 
will  answer.  If  fertilizer  is  added,  let  it  be 
old  rotted  manure  from  the  cow  stable  made, 
fine  and  mixed  thoroughly  with  the  soil,  or 
pure  bone  flour  in  the  proportion  of  three- 
quarters  of  a  pint  to  the  bushel  of"  soil, 
mixing  thoroughly. 

Good  drainage  must  be  provided,  as  all 
early  Spring  flowering  bulbs  when  grown  in 
the  hou.se  require  plenty  of  water,  but  it 
must  be  given  often  and  not  allowed  to  stand 
and  become  stagnant  and  sour  the  soil. 
Good  drainage  will  dispose  of  ail  surplus 
water.  Where  this  is  provided  the  soil  will 
always  be  in  good  condition,  no  matter  how 
often  the  water  is  .ipplied,  provided  that  the 
plant  receives  plenty  of  sunlight  and  fresh 
air. 

One  reason  why  many  persons  fail  in 
their  efl^orts  to  grow  early  Spring  flowering 
bulbs  indoors  is  because  the  soil  is  allowed 
to  alternate  between  dry  and  wet.  We  must 
imitate  as  far  as  possible  the  conditions,under 
which  they  bloom  when  in  the  Open  f  ^oitnd, 
at  which  time  the  soil  Is  always  mblst  if  Mi 
quite  wet.

Canada 
must  raise  more  sheep  if  she  is  to  supply  hrrseif 
with  mutton  and  won!  in  the  future.  The  United 
States  must  go  short  this  year,  but  then  that 
country,  has  more  cotton  than  she  knows  what  to 
do  with,  and  cotton  can  be  woven  into  warm 
blankets  and  underclothing,  which,  especially  in 
the  South,    do  very   well   instead  of  woolen. 


It  is  nearly  foar  months  since  the  war  broke 
out.  After  a  long  period  of  seeming  hesitation, 
Turkey  at  the  .end  of  October  broke  the  peace  by 
liring  on  undefended  towns  on  the"  Black  Sea.

«  After  murchlner  through  blood  from  Cadia  to  Moscow 
tn  his  ambition  to  found  a  Bbnaparto  dynaf<tv.  Xapoleon 
beaueathed  only  a  crown  of  sorrow  and  a  heritage  of 
misfortune  to  hl.s  race.  While  he  llnecred  In  capitlvlty 
within  the  gigantic  walla  of  St.  Helena,  hlH  .son  was 
rot  les.s  a  prisoner  in  his  grandfatSheVs  palace  at  VleniuL 
aaU  hi.s  biothers  and  sisters,  whom  he  ha.l  thrust  lino 
he  sacred  circle  of  royalty,  were  branded  as  outcaats 
by  the  old  reigning  families  of  Europe,  wlio  con- 
demned them  to  wander  over  the  earth  with  their 
trunks   for   their  thrones. 

But  If  those  parvenu  Princes  and  Princesses  wero 
desi>l8ed  by  the  triumphant  sovereigns,  the  four.y«M«. 
old  King  of  Kome  u.Hpiroj  a  ^read  in  every  palTe 
n^i.  cabinet  of  Kurope.  For  he  was  the  eagle's  own 
1  ledgling  and  half  a  Hapsburg  beside.^.  Wherefore 
the  little  eagle  languished  a  capUve  m  his  gilded  cage

— fTOSras   Napoleon    had    pursued    the    fatal    delusion 

he  people,  !he  monarch.s  flattered  themselves,  when 
they  found  they  were  delivered  from  his 
thrall,  that  tlie  victory  was  theirs.  They 
forgot  that  he  had  been  overthrown,  in 
wplte  of  their  Ignoble  submission  to  liim, 
by  the  democracy  of  Kuroi)e  and  the 
newly  arou.setl  power  of  nationality.' 

■Swept  away  by  their  conceit  on  a 
wave  of  reaction,  they  determined  to  set 
back  the  hands  of  the  clock  2".  years 
and.  ignoring  the  great .  Revolution  and 
(he  awakening  of  the  people,  restore  the 
absolute  rule  of  kings  by  right  divine. 
They  aboli.Mhed  constitutions  and  abridg- 
••d  the  liberties  of  their  subject.s  until 
tliere  wa.s  not  a  representative  assom- 
lily  on  the  Continent,  except  in  France. 
They  swapped  great  tracts  of  lands  back 
and  forth  among  themselves,  regardless 
of  the  wishes  of  the  Inhabitant.^. 

Having  remade  the  map  to  their  own 
ta.ste,  they  decided  to  Imitate  Napoleon 
and  make  themselves  the  masters  of 
l':urope.  He  had  attempted  tn  unite  the 
-Vptlons  in  a  great  federation,  under  his 
.•iole  rule,  and  they  ilctermlned  to  revive 
the  federation  under  their  joint  rule. 
To  that  end  they  formed  the  Cirnnd 
Alliance,  pledging  themselves  to  com- 
l>ine  their  forces  against  any  power  that 
.sliould  dare  a.qsail  the  boundaries  they 
had  detined  and  to  go  to  the  assi.stance 
of  any  ruler  who  requested  their  aid  to 
repress  an  uprising  among  his  subjects. 

That  Oranil  .Vlliance  wan  .supplemented  , 
l<y  Che  cek-br.ited  Holy  .\lliance,  which 
wa.s  inaugurated  Ijy  Czar  Ale.xander  I, 
and  which  was  joined  by  virtually  all 
I  he  Sovereigns  on  the  Continent.  This 
?econd  compact  rested  on  the  .solemn, 
fervent  declaration  that  all  Christian 
monari:Sj«  were  brother.«,  apjiointcd  by 
'iod  lo  rule  over  all  Christian  peoples, 
who  were  only  one  family.  It  wa.s  to  ho 
the  brotherhood  of  man  under  the 
fatherhood  of  Klngn. 

With  the  establiahnient  of  tho.se  two 
Mlliances,  the  sovereigns  thought  they 
liail  secured  for  all  time  the  reign  of 
peaee  under  their  authority.  Responsible 
iliem.snlves  only  ut  the  bar  of  Heaven, 
they  were  to  possess  the  earth  as  the 
chosen  stewarils  of  the  Lord.  And  with 
Ihi.s  irnlted  States  of  Europe,  which 
they  hail  thus  formed,  supjjorled  by 
wlint  amounted  to  a  grent  International 
iiriu.v.  there  would  be  no  more  l''reneh 
Ucvolutlon.s  ami  on  stv,r.'  Xapoleonlc 
wiir.M.

TIm-  fear  that  the  French  \oteuiui 
TOlghi  hurst  forth  again  had  greatly 
troubled  the  <-ouH«el8  of  the  Allies.

Indeed,  had 
insl»<tcd  that  there  could  he  no  guar- 
iilitee  of  peiicf.  until  Trance  was  na<-- 
titloned  as  Poland  liari  been  In  ilio 
(.•enerailtjn  before.  But  more  prud?nt 
H|)irll.s  dared  not  attempt  the  extermina- 
tion of   the   French    nationality.

But  with  all  those  geographical  meas- 
ures for  holding  In  check  the  revolution- 
ary, conquering  Krench.  the  reactionary 
sovereigns  were  haunted  by  the  fear  that 
they  might  Hrte  again  and  burst  their 
bounds.  They  were  sure  there  was  no 
danger  as  long  as  Louis  JCVIIL  lolled 
on  the  Throne:  hut  they  well  knew  that 
the  King  could  be  ejected  from  the 
Tullerles  as  readily  now  as  when  Napo- 
loon  returned  from  Elba.  At  the  thought 
that  the  e.xlled  Kmporor  might  even 
scale  the  walls  of  St.  Helena  and  swim 
across  the  ocean  they  furiously  de- 
manded In  their  meeting  at  Alx  la 
Ohappelle  In  1818  that  he  should  show 
himself  to  his  custodian  twice  a  day. 

Even  when  the  welcome  news  came 
that  the  prl.soner  of  Longwood  lay  In 
the  nameless  grave  beneath  the  wil- 
lows, they  still  could  not  rest  at  ease. 
For  there  was  another  Xapoleon  at 
Vienna,  and  all  the  wlille  they  had  been 
liurdly  less  fearful  and  watchful  of  hUn. 
Their  su.spidon  and  alarm  obliged  his 
grandfather  to  Immure  the  boy  within 
his  palace  walls  and  frightened  hia  timid 
mother   virtually  liu>>  abandoning  him. 

THE  LITTLE  EAGLE 

A  faint  and  pathetic  shadow  oft  iho 
pages  of  history  Is  poor  I'Aiglon.  the 
pale  sliade  of  his  mlgmy  alrC'.  That  ho 
might  be  born,  an  Kmpross  was  de- 
throned and  the  proudest  Imperial  race 
In  the  world  gave  Its  daughter  to  a  Cor- 
.slcan  plebeian,  whereat  ICmperors  quar- 
reled.  Bussia  was  invaded,  Moscow 
burned  and  the  Cos-sacks  raced  acro>«s 
ICurope  and  broke  ilown  the  gates  of 
Paris.  His  ilrst  wall  was  heard  round 
the  earth;  Kings  kneeling  by  his  crib  of 
.jold  acclaimed  him  the  Inheritor  of  the 
loftiest  throne  and  the  wlilest  domain 
of  modem  times,  and  the  crown  of 
itome  was  placed  upon  his  infant  brow. 

Xow.  while  yet  Irt  his  lisping  child- 
liood,  his  crown  and  his  inheritance  were 
gone,  his  father  was  taken  from  him 
and  he  was  all  but  deserted  by  \\\% 
mother.  .Snatched  from  hi.s  home,  he 
was  deprived  of  bis  IVench  courtiers 
and  servants  und  carried  Into  a  foreign 
country,  where  he  saw  not.  one  fanilliar 
face  and  was  surrounded  by  strangers 
who  spoke  a  strange  language,  under 
orders  to  wean  him  from  hts  motlier 
tongue  and  .speak  to  lilm  only  In  tierman. 

Llvin«  In  his  Krandfathrr's  jtalacr  of 
Schoenbrnnn  at  the  ed^o  of  Vleniui.  he 
sfcma  to  have  had  no  playmates,  for 
frar  tht'y  would,  with  bovi.sb  frnnU- 
nes.s,  r-'inind  hlni  of  the  d.Miii\  i.,  whw-i, 
he  had  been  dedicated  In  his  cradle, 
afid  oven  hi«  little  toys  were  put  away 
lest  they  keep  alive  a  recollection  of 
Ills  nursery  In  the  Tullerh-M,  His  vry 
n.Hnie  was  d.-nfed  and  he  was  no  longer 
.Vapol.'on  Francis  CharleK,  but  Joseph 
Carl  Franz,  being  addressed  af«  Franz 
In  the  family  circle  of  the  Hapabiirg.«i. 
The  proud  title  of  1-ioi  de  Rome  was 
likewise  ehangfid  to  Hericog  von  Kei.'li.s- 
ladt.  In  the  offlclal  patents  creating 
his  dukedom,  his  paternity  was  ignnr.-d 
as  If  he  were  the  unlawful  elilld  of 
Marie  1,1, iii.se  by  an  unknown  fntlior. 
and,  after  the-  manner  of  llleglllmato 
children  of  Prlnce.t  and  PrlnccBses,  he 
dirl  not  rank  a.«  a  nvmher  of  ih,'  im- 
perial   famil>-. 

Kven  all  that  renini.seless  obi  Herat  Inn 
of  llK-  fdentlty  of  ihi-  younu  .Vai.nleon 
did  lint  sufll.'c  1«  allay  the  anxieties  of 
the  Oraiid  .'Mliance.  which  stipulated 
that  he  mii.=  l  be  cut  olT  from  the  .«uc- 
cusion  lo  his  mother's  little  Duchy  of 
Parma  and  not  be  permitted  oven  to 
ll\e  with  her.  wher*f  his  presence  might 
enlist  the  syrnjiftthy  and  sujiport  of  ills 
m.-.ther's  subjects.  The  .•Xllies  insisted 
that  there  must  he  no  possibility  left 
for  the  son  of  .N'apoleon  to  Inherit  the 
smallest  sovereignty  anywhere. 

-Vor  was  that  enough.  When  the  T.wx- 
peror  Francis  of  Au.ftria  announced  that 
he  would  .Tiake  his  grandscm  the  Duke 
of  Helchstadt  and  confer  certain  estateg 
iin  him  and  his  heirs,  a  new  terror 
s.'i7,ed  upon  the  Grand  .\lllanee  at  that 
suggestion  of  posteriti',  Pozzo  dl  Borgo 
took  the  lead  among  those  who  de- 
mnndert  that  the  Napoleonic  race  should 
be  exterminated  and  the  Duke  thrust 
Into  the  ciiurch  tinder  a  vow  of  celibacy, 
or  at  least  that  he  should  be  forbidden 
ever  to  marry.  The  grandfather,  how- 
ever, did  not  yield  to  th»t  extreme  de- 
mand: hut  when  he  Inniied  the  ducal 
patent  he  omitted  all  dinturblns  refer- 
encen  to  tha  heirs  of  the  t>ukc.

Inar  an  almospliere  of  mystery  arid"  t)u«- 
plclon:  detecting  coricealnicnt  IIV  evtyry 
face  avi(.l  awkward  avoidance  In  tvery 
conversation,  the  little  eagle  grew  up. 
The  ireaturo  and  the  victim  of  his 
extraordinary  eiivironnientV  he  passed 
from  shynes.s  to  taoUurnltV,  from  feiir 
to  deceit,  and  became  the  baffling  prob- 
lem of  the  corps  of  solemn  petlagogues 
who  were  chosen  tn  eradicate  any  dan- 
gerous atavistic  traits  In  his  nature 
while  they  molded  him  into  an  Austrian 
and   a    Hapsbiirg. 

Xolwlthstanding  the  oblivion  In  which 
his  origin  was  atudloiisly  wiUpped,  he 
continued  for  a  tim*  to  talk  of  "when  I 
used  to  be  a  King,"  and  he  persisted  In 
the  habit  of  Including  his  father  in  his 
prayor.s,  since  no  one  appeared  to  have 
the  hanllhood  to  forbid  him.  When 
those  who  constantly  watched  him  wtjre 
gratlfled  to  And  his  childish  thoiightH  of- 
his  exiled  parfnt  growing  dim.  his  In- 
terest would  be  revived'  by  some  passing 
boy  shouting,  "Look  at  the  little  Xapo- 
leon!" The  child  knew  that  his  father 
had  lioon  the  ICniperor  of  the  French, 
but  with  a  secret  shame  he  suspected 
that  he  had  been  "sent  away  "  as  a  crlra- 
Ipal   for  something  he  had  done. 

It  was  not  itntl.l  ho  was  nearly  7  VaAi 
he  made  bold  to  «iuestlon'"one  iit  lits 
teachers  directly,  and  this  pathetic  dia- 
logue took  place:  "My  father  Is  in  the 
Kast  Indies.

"Why  is  he  no  longei-  Kmp.ror?"  Thi> 
teacher  replied  that  all  ihe  P<iwcr.<<  had 
made  war  against  him  because  he  tried 
to  iisuiji  the  whole  world.  Then  t'he 
boy  returned  onco  more  to  Ihe  subject 
of  his  con.iiuming  curiosity  with  the  re- 
mark.

Ills  Kuardlans,  In  despair  of  his  fi)r- 
geliing  his  father,  appealed  to  lOmperor 
l''ranciH, ,  who  commissioned  Metternleln 
of  all  men,  to  have  a  long  talk  with 
the  youtJi  abopt  Xapoleon.  By  an  .(lual- 
\y  Ironical  e.holc.  Ihe  Duke  was  li>  h^ar 
when  lie  wa,s  miirh  ulder,  a  revli-AV  of 
his  fatluir's  eainpalKus  by  Mai-mont,  the 
first  marshal  to  betray  the  lOmperor. 

THE  WIDOW  AND  THE  ORPHAN 

When  liif  report  came  tn  VleiiiiH  tinU 
the  exile  of  St.  Helena  haul  been  liberated 
by  death.  I'Aiglon  was  a  handsome  boy 
of  HI,  and  had  now  fully  succeeded  In 
peiietiaiiiiK  111,,  mystery  which  had  t-n- 
veloped  his  paternity.  The  teacher  who 
broke  the  news  to  the  Duke  was  sur- 
prised that  he  ahoulil  shed  so  "many 
tears  for  a  father  whom  ha  had  not 
seen  since  as  a  child  of  ;i  the  Kmperor 
took  lilin  In  his  arms  and  kissed  him 
Bood-by,  hefor.'  departing  on  the  dlsa.s- 
irous  French  campaign  of  18M.  Uut 
Mettrrnieh  sidvLsed  the  father-in-law 
tiiai  It  would  not  do  to  permit  mourn- 
ing for  one  who  had  bfen  ilvllly  dead

BiU,  the  Count  wiia  bi^vil  to  the  coii- 
quost  of  heftrts,  ■ 'Born  pf  a  Kallantry 
betwfecn  ;ii  Fi-ssnehiiHaJi^  anil"  his  Oerman 
mother,  vhfihadMiltisady  captured  one 
man's  'Wife  and .  maj'rl<fd  her,  wliile  he 
had  bceii  fairly  wafted  ihrouah  life  on 
women's  sighs.  .\fter  jiiisslng  only  »i 
few  we.'ks Willi  him  in  Switzcrlaiul,  tho 
ftx-EiniiresM  a<lored  even  the  black  silk 
baniilagc  iif  her  fair,  curly  halxcd  cham- 
berlain, who  could  play  the  plan6  divine- 
ly and  talk  like  a  HoHneo,  MCtternlch 
ehUcUled  with  satisfaction  whnn  soon 
hi'  foiipd  her  appoftllng  to  her  father 
not  to  take  tho  Count  away.  an,-l  he 
actually  fM\x  uiider  th«  necessity  of  cau- 
tioning her  to  be  "more  decorous."

When  Dr.  Antoniniatehl  a|ip»'ar<'d  at 
Parma  with  Xapoleon's  dying  message 
to  his  wife  she  declined  to  'sen  itini  and 
asked  him  lo  give  it  to  I  lie  sccoml  hus- 
band. Bui  the  exile  tiad  wished  to  send 
her  a  still  more  .substantial  token  of 
Ills  fttTeetinii  and  had  reqiiew'ed  Alitom- 
marchi  to  "place  my  heart  tn  spirits  of 
wine  and  take  It  to  my  beloved  Marie 
Louise."  Fortunately  for  her,  .Sir  Hud- 
son Lowe  had  vigilantly  prevented  the 
escape  of  that  organ,  hut  Dr.  Antom- 
marchl  wished  her  to  demand  It  from 
'.he-tirand  .Mliance.  she  was  naturally 
quite  upset  by  this  awkward  situation 
and  .she  Implored  her  father  to  sec  that 
the  heart  was  1,-ft  In  Si.

When  any  of  the  leaser  bui  living 
Bonapartes  approached  her  duohy.  Marl«> 
Louise  was  thrown  Into  a  (It  of  anxiety 
and  she  ordered  khem  away.  In  her 
alarm  lest  she  might  draw  npon  herself 
the  snapldoti  of  the  Qrand  Aillanee  and 
be  dragged  again  Into  the  hateful  tur- 
moil of  politics,  she  copaented  to  the  ex- 
^ elusion  of  her  flrat  horn  from  her  duchy 
and  her  home,  and  In  the  rapture  of  her 
lovo  for  Nelpp<i<Vg  n4ic  did  not  Dften  no 
tu  Vienna  ta.a«e,^tieobUd| 


For  two  years  at  a  time  I'Mclaa  ilid 
not  look  upon  his  mother,  and  sb.'  l>i- 
came  to  him  a  stranger  whom  he  met 
and  parted,  from  without  emotion.  His 
childhood  and  boyhood  were  jmssed  al- 
most wholly  among  men,  charged  to  take 
every  caro  that  lie  should  not  ra{>uU  ttrtu 
a  full-llGdged   eagle. 

B\it  while  he  silently  peered  oi^t  uppt) 
M  world  that  hud  scemeil  to  ban  him, 
mu.slng  m  the  paths  of  Schoenbrunii,  or 
rcrtecting  alone.  In  his  little  log  house  In 
the  palace  park,  the  Bonapartlsts  ralllctl 
around  his  hajne  and  sedulously  k^spt 
alive  his  memory  In  France.  When  it 
was. suspected  that  Hourgand  was  com- 
ing on  a  mission  to  the  young  Xapoleon, 
Mettornlch  ordered  that  he  should  bo 
turned  back  from  the  frontier.  Asain.  a 
French  emissary  tried  to  opeti  comjnunl- 
cntlon  with  him  by  tossing  a  letter  into 
his  passing  carriage,  but  the  ^  boy's 
watchful  custodian  grabbed  It  so  •luick- 
ly  that  he  thought  the  Prince  had  not 
even  noticed  the  attempt.  "Sire,"  the 
letter  declared.  '•20.000,000  subj<«(n« 
await    your   return." 

Poets  «inick  th^lr  lyrea  to  "/Ilie  .Son 
.of  the  Man,"  and,  although  the  Bourbon 
poiiciS  raided  the  Paris  shops  time  and 
again.  perfumery  bottles.  drinking 
glRMses.  snulT  boxL's,  knives,  handlu'r- 
i'iiief.s,  pipes  and  all  manner  of  personal 
articles  tuearins  I'Alglon's  portrait  found 
their  Way  Into  French  pockete  and 
French  homes.  Kven  In  Vienna,  Met- 
ternlch  wii.'»  disturbed  by  the  appearance 
of  glove.?,  on  wliicli  the  boy's  likeness 
had  been  stamped,  and  tlie  police  seized 
tliein.  While  one  faction  thus  was  try- 
ing to  thrust  a  eroivii  upon  the  Duke, 
another  faction  was  supposed  tp^^':  be 
planning  his  assassination,  and  Saviiry 
sent  a  warning  to  Mctt<:«rnlch  that  Pozzo 
dl  Borgo  was  a  niemhcr  of  a  conspiracy 
to  murder  the   heir  of  Xapoleon. 

^\'hcn  the  French  .Vatioiial  spirit,  hail 
SiKhelenlly  revived  to  throw  off  tlie 
•Bourbons  and  the  .Vatlon  was  on  the 
eve  Of  Uic  Uevolutlon  of  18;j0,  the  Bona- 
partlsts lje.«tought  the  Austrian  Covern- 
inent  to  free  the  capilvc  eaKb-i  and  let 
him  lly  to  the  waiting  thron.v  ."Vlrtny 
eompoent  JudflfS  were  convinced  that 
I'Aiglon  needed  only  in  appear  in 
l'"rance  to  receive  the  crown,  hm  tho 
Haiisburgs  daroU  not  consult  their  own 
family  Interests  and  challenge  the  Orand 
Alliance. 

It  riniaiiird  i,ij  ,i  vvoniaii  to  break 
through  the  bnrrl.r.^  and  feuDi  a  sight 
of  llii-  young  Duke.  Thl.s  was  .Xtipoleone 
t'nmerata.  the  eccentric  daughter  of 
i:ilsa  Bonaparte,  somellnie  Crand 
DuchesM  of  Tu.scany  and  Lucca,  and  Prin- 
cess Ploinhiiio.  .\apoleone  eontilved 
to  «et  a  pa.sHporl  for  Vienna,  where 
she  appeared  In  man's  attire.  Mak- 
ing Inr  way  to  the  door  of  the  paSnoe,  in 
spile  of  the  pollci-:  who  shadowed  hor, 
the  ,voun.(?  woman  waited  there  until  the 
Duke  appeared,  wlien  she  kissed  his 
hand  as  she  eried,  "Who  can  ke.-p  me 
from  saluting  my  sovereign?"  |>'or  that 
cousinly  kiss,  however,  she  was  driven 
out  of  the  city,  and  In  spite  of  ihc 
<lrenm.s  of  the  HonapartistH.  not  r.Vlglon 
hut  Louis  Phlllippe  of  the  House  of  Or- 
leans profited  by  tho  Revolution  and 
became   the  Citizen  King  of   ihf   French. 

HIS   FATHERS   MEMORY 

.\\  I  hat  time  tlie  Duke  was  preparing 
lo  enter  upon  a  military  career  under 
the  Austrian  nuK.  But  as  he  impa- 
tiently apiiroaehed  the  .'ud  of  his  lule- 
hiae.  his  teachers  sounded  many  wlp.rms 
and  apparently  were  extremely  appre- 
hensive about  his  I'liture.  H|.«i  chief  tutor 
described  his  character  a.s  weak  and  his 
education  Imperfect,  speaking  of  his 
"want  of  balance,"  his  "unbridled  pas- 
.slotis  and  obstinacy,"  his  "crude  and  dis- 
torted Ideas."  and  his  "wild  efforts  for 
llheriy  and  llcentlfnisneffx.  "  While  no 
e\  tdcnce  has  survived  to  explain  this 
latter  Indictment.  It  has  InspIrBd  several 
legends,  among  them  one  which  In- 
volves the  Duke  with  Fanny  Kllsler.  the 
celebrated  Viennese  dancer,  whose  dan- 
cing In  America  seemed  no  divinely 
graceful  that  Kmerson  pronounced  It  a 
religion. 

The  chief  tutor  did  not  by  any  mcana 
make  all  the  ivnltlca  on  the  debtor  aide 
of  the  Duke's  ledger.  On  the  contrary. 
he  c.oncedeil  his  "engaging  appearance," 
his  "faaclnatlng  and  often  ImprMnive 
observations "  and  "all  that  atampa  him 
as  belonging  tn  a  special  ordor." 

The  I>uk«  himaelf  ono«  or  twio'e 
dropped  his  reticence  concerning  his  in- 
ner thoughts  and  left  un  a  fleetinc  vl«vr 
of  ttie  ambition  that  Kllmmered  within 
his  prisoned  body.  When  h«  W*«  It  Iti; 
recelvml  n  letter  from  Count  M4t9|M^ 
u.rstng  him  mot-e  dlUffcntly  to  nyfUjt^m, 


French  language,  which  ho  had  all  hut 
lost,  and  the  Duke  replied  approvingly 
to  tho  Count,  whom  he  probably  never 
suspected  of  being  liLsi  stepfather:  "It 
(French)  is  the  language  in  which  my 
father  gave  tlie  word  of  command  in  all 
his  battles.  In  which  ills  name  was  cov- 
ered with  glory  and  In  which  he  has  left 
us  uniKiraileled  memoirs  of  the  art  of 
war;  while  to  the  last  he  expressed  the 
wish  that  t  should  never  repudiate  tho 
^'atlijri  Into  wlil^;li  [,  wati  bam," Again 


Josephine.  For  now  her  grandson,  Loui.v 
Xapoleon,  the  only  surviving  .son  of 
Hortense.  became  tlie  heir  to  the  over- 
turned throne  of  the  Kniplre  and  the 
hope  of  the  proscribed  and  scattered 
Bonapartes. 

Joseph,  as  the  oldest  uf  Xupoleou'B 
brothers,  but  Whose  two  children  were 
girls,  and  therefore  not  In  the  lino  of 
succession,  had  been  an  exile  In  America 
17    years,     when,     at      the     pausing     of 


he  vowed,  "the  dilef  aim  of  my  life 
must  be  not  to  remain  unworthy  of  my 
father's  fame."  On  another  occasion 
he  said  to  a  man  In  tones  of  deepest 
gratitude,  "Tou  defended- -my  -f atbei^s- 
hoimr  at  a  time  when  all  men  vied  with 
one  another  to  slander  his  name.  1 
have  read  your  'Oattle  of  Waterloo,' 
ami  In  order  to  impress  Us  every  line 
on  my  memory  1  translated  It  twice — 
into    French   and    Italian." 

At  20  the  Duke  was  removed  from  the 
custody  of  his  teachers,  but  only  f  l>« 
placed  under  the  surveillance  of  a  group 
of  army  oftlcers.  Yet  tiie  Hapsburgs  ap- 
peared to  believe  thiit  amid  all  these 
fetters  they  weio  really  rearing  an 
eagle,  another  Xapoleon  who,  at  the 
head  of  the  Austrian  army,  would  provo 
himself  the  Ilrst  soldier  In  the  "world, 
Hts  sour  old  preceptor-ln-chlef  "was  suro 
tiiat  hl.<i  pupil  eould  he  made  "the  worthy 
heir  of  his  father's  fame."  and  "a  power- 
ful uphold. r  of -the  .Vustilau  State."  t)n 
every  hand  unbounded  hopes  Were  pro- 
fes»<!d  of  the  soaring  helght.s  which  ho 
would  achieve.  Biit  the  Kmperor  and 
Mettcrnloh  dfti-cd  Viot  let  him  go  to 
Prague  or  leave  Vienna  for  f^t-thv  lltr 
tle'ettKle  might  homeward  lly! 

At  court  balls  his  api)earance  aroused 
curiosity  stich  as  no  Hnpsinirg  excited, 
and '  his  beautiful  face  and  rbady  "wlt 
conquered  men  and  women  alike.  As 
ho  went  to  his  barracks,  the  VIenn»>»o 
stood  ut  th'elr  windows  to  see  the  tail, 
iliHiln«iilshcd  and  nobly  seated  hor.seman 
gallop  b.v,  and  Ihe  s<ddlers  broke  the 
decorum  of  the  drill  ground  to  greet  him 
with  rinsing  cheers  whonevelr  be  .p^'i((< 
s.-nti'il     hiniseir     before     them.' 

HIS  LAST  AND  ONLY  FLIGHT 

The  j'oung  nITIecr  disphayed  so  iiiiuch 
zeal  and  generally  .such  a  ller.v  tempera- 
ment In  his?  rnllltary  diilles  that  he  neg- 
lected to  rest  and  slighted  his  meals. 
Ills  phy.slclan  <'niuisel«il  prudence  and 
warned  him  that  he  had  a  spirit  of  Iron 
In  a  body  of  crystal.  l-'or  tlu-  youth 
had  grown  too  fast  and  he  had  the  too 
narrow,  chest  of  the  JIttpshurg  race. 
The  Duke  himself  soon  felt  hia  physical 
limitation.'*,  and  e.vclaimod,  "I  am  angry 
with  this  miserable  body  of  mine  whieii 
refuses   to  keep  )iacr,  with   my  will."' 

Aftr'r  an  ailing  time  in  bc-d,  when  hii< 
iibyslcian.s  fall.'.',  m  d<-teet  ills  tuber- 
cular symptoms,  he  went  driving  on  the 
Prater.  It  was  a  raw  cold  day  in  the 
Spring  of  18;',2.  and  his  carriage  break- 
ing down,  he  started  to  walk  lioini-  but 
sank  fainting  In  the  street.  When  he 
returned  to  his  sick  bed  he  qiilcl<l>-  f.-ll 
a  prey   to   tuberculosis. 

Week  after  week  he  strove  I'.ir  life 
with  rapidly  Incre.'islng  feebleness.  .Si  111 
Ills  Uiother.  presumably  absorbed  In  her 
new  family  al  I'arnia,  .lid  not  come  to 
sec  bim.  Afterward  when  .ehe  did  visit 
Aiislita,  slie  tarried  with  her  fiilher  at 
Trieste  ami  long  deferred  the  renutlniug 
short  Journey  to  Vienna.  But  wlien 
MettMrnltih  visited  the  Duke  and  .saw 
what  a  "'terrible  wreck""  lie  was.  h.'  wrote 
to  the  Knipiiror  liisisllng  that  Marie 
liOHlMC  must  hasten  to  the  sl.le  of  iii'r 
son,  Ort'ly  tlii'U  did  she  a  wall,  n  lo  her 
uiaiernMl  duty,  so  mueli  had  .•<he  grown 
apart  from  her  old  life  and  from  her  hoy. 

The  last  night  came,  when  the  .sou|  of 
I'Aiglon  beat  agalnfU  the  wasted  and 
broken  bars  of  Its  laidlly  cag''.  lie  lay 
in  thf  gieat  fr<'.scoed  room  where,  after 
th.'  victory  of  Uagram.  his  father  ha'l 
dictated  ti-rms  of  peace  to  his  grand- 
father and  dn-amed  of  .lemandlng  a 
ilauglilenof  the  Caesars  to  give  hini  an 
heir  lo  his  empire  and  his  glory.

Mere 
not  only  bail  her  brother,  the  Cardinal, 
but  Liiden  and  Pauline  also  made  their 
I'.ome  in  the  l-^iernal  City. 

With  his  Wurtemberger  Princess, 
Qtieeu  Catherine,  Jerome  found  refugei 
uiider  the  Austrian  flag,  at  Trieste, 
where,  with  Flisa  and  Caroline,  a  colony 
of   Bonapartes  was   established. 

Loui.s  was  permitted  lo  live  at  l-'lor- 
«nee/  but  alone  and  without  wife  or  chll- 
rtreti.  For  llort.'.nse  chose  to  live  apart 
troiTi  her  uncongenial  mate,  and  .sho 
made  a  home  for  herself  and  her  two 
sons  on  the  banks  of  Lake  Constance, 
III    .Switzerland. 

A I  the  fall  of  Xapoleon  Mme.  Mere 
once  more  became  the  head  of  the  fam- 
ily, in  prosperity  her  children  had 
smiled  at  the  prudent  counsels  of  this 
simple,  thrifty  woman,  who,  by  i^atchlng 
anil  scrubbing,  had  j-eared  them  In  pov- 
evty;  But  when  adversity  came  they 
turned  to  her  again  and  placed  them, 
selves  under  her  stern  maternal  rule. 
.She  had  saved  more  than  any  of  them 
from  the  disaster,  which  she  had  alway.i 
foieinlil,  and  they  no  longer  were  asham- 
ed of  her  parsimony.  She  did  not  relax 
her  grip  on  her  purse-stiings.  however, 
but  carefully  measured  out  her  bount.v 
to  them  In  response  to  the  ImportunitlciJ 
of   tlie    one-time   Kings   and  Queens. 

To  .Xapoleon  she  offere.l  all  she  had, 
because  she  said  she  owed  it  all  to  him.

Mme.  Mere  was  71  when  called  ti.» 
mourn  the  ileath  of  the  Kmperor,  and  it' 
was  her  sorrowful  fortune  to  survives 
many  who  were  dear  to  her.  Her 
daughter  Fli.ia.  the  former  Orand 
Dnohess  of  Tuscany,  died  the  year  he- 
fore,  and  lier  daughter  Pauline,  tins 
T'lln.ess  Borghese,  four  ycari^^  after  Na- 
poleon. Dentil  next  claimed  I'Aiglon,  her 
heir.  Ihe  rose  and  expectancy  of  her  old 
age,  and  then  .Savoria,  her  long-time 
companion,  who  in  plainer  days  had 
share. I  the  household  laborn  at  AJaccIo, 
was  taken    from   her.
